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MORE INDUSTRIAL BUILDING 


[NDUSTRIAL building accounts for about one fifth of all new building 

work. Approvals in the first quarter of 1960 confirm the extent to which 
this important sector of the industry is expanding. The figures are an all-time 
record both in number of schemes and in the areas they cover. Some 992 
schemes were approved, covering an area of 34,400,000 sq. ft.; in the whole 


of 1959, 2,445 schemes were approved, with a total floor space of 
58,200,000 sq. ft. 


The figures refer, of course, only to the larger schemes (over 5,000 sq. ft.) 
in manufacturing, but they can usually be regarded as reasonably indicative 
of industrial building as a whole. As in 1953, the previous peak, a large 
part of the present expansion is on behalf of the motor industry. The industry’s 
decisions to establish new plants on Merseyside, for example, obviously explain 
the 11,700,000 sq. ft. approved in the north-western region. 


Contractors should note the criteria now being adopted when firms apply 
for Industrial Development Certificates. According to the Board of Trade 
Journal, Great Britain has been divided into three types of regions. First 
there is the type of region like London and the Midlands, where there is 
already great congestion and unemployment is low and where only in 
exceptional circumstances will permission for new building be granted. Second, 
there is the designated development areas where unemployment is relatively 
high and where positive inducements are actually offered to firms to expand 
there. Third, there is the remainder of the country where the position is 
one neither of serious overcrowding nor of relatively high unemployment and 
where planning permission is usually granted although the Board may try 
to persuade firms to move to one of the development areas. 


This latest evidence of expansion of industrial building is impressive, 
and, what is more, there is nothing to suggest that the Chancellor should 
find it necessary to order a cutting back, as in 1955. Sterling is now much 
stronger; the increase in consumer expenditure, which is at present causing 
concern, is likely to level off in the face of the recent credit restrictions; 
and, of first importance, the Chancellor emphasised in his Budget Speech 
that he had no wish to take such action in the credit field as might reverse 
the trend of private industrial investment. 





Joint Consultation 


A SPECIAL report laid before Parliament last week makes known the 

Minister of Transport’s observations on the Select Committee’s criticisms 
of the trunk road programme published last June. As readers will recall, 
the committee said they were not satisfied that the programme had been 
adequately prepared, that research was begun too late, and that one result 
of the lack of a national plan had been an over-emphasis on motorways through 
fields to the neglect of urban bottlenecks. 


The Minister, in his reply, states that schemes to be included in the 
road programme are determined according to clearly defined priorities based 
on traffic needs and weighted for industrial traffic. Priorities are determined 
in the light of the national traffic census of 1954, which showed the main 
flows of industrial traffic. Information of this kind will in future be supple- 
mented by more detailed studies such as those being undertaken by committees 
in certain conurbations, the Minister told the Committee—‘‘But such studies 
could hardly have been initiated until there was a firm expectation of a 
substantial future road programme to which their fruits could be applied.” 


Generally speaking, Mr. Marples’ observations confirm what Mr. 
Watkinson, then Minister of Transport, said when the Select Committee’s 
report was published. However, it is particularly interesting to note that, 
to improve the relationship between the Ministry and the Road Research 
Laboratory, there will be joint consultation on the designs and specifications 
proposed for all trunk and motorway schemes costing more than £500,000. 
Details of tenders for work done to new specifications will also be seen by 
the laboratory. 


The importance of research is obvious, and the decision to adopt this 
procedure is to be welcomed, more so if it means a speeding-up of the road 
programme.

BRITISH HIGHWAY ENGINEERS AND CONTRACTORS 
THE UNITED STATES 


IN 


‘THE British party which has been 
visiting the United States under 
the auspices of the Pavings Development 
Group recently returned to this country 
at the conclusion of a tour which was 
undoubtedly the most important ever 
undertaken by British highway engi- 
neers and contractors. The party, which 
included officials of the Ministry of 
Transport, county surveyors, consulting 
engineers and road and bridge con- 
tractors, travelled some 16,000 miles in 
two weeks studying traffic problems and 
inspecting roads, bridges and parking 
garages in New York, Chicago, Los 
Angeles and San Francisco. 

The flight to New York on Sunday, 
April 24, was made by Pan American Jet 
Clipper Boeing which was airborne at Lon- 
don Airport at 640 p.m. After an 
enjoyable flight at 35,000ft. at an average 
speed of 550 m.p.h. bad weather was en- 
countered approaching New York and it 
was thought that a diversion to Boston 
might be necessary but eventually a good 
landing was made in foggy conditions at 
Idlewild Airport at 9.10 p.m, New York 
time. 

The party was passed smoothly through 
th2 immigration and customs checks and 
arrived at the Wellington Hotel, New York, 
at 10 p.m. Incidentally, their experience at 
London Airport on the return journey con- 
vinced them that the British customs 
officials have something to learn from their 
American colleagues! 


New York 


On Monday morning a tour of the New 
York metropolitan area was made under 
the sponsorship of the Long Island State 
Park Commission. A stop was made to 
observe the work being undertaken on the 
George Washington Bridge where a lower 
deck and new ramp connections are being 
constructed. 

The George Washington Bridge as it now 
exists is a suspension bridge with a central 
span of 3,500ft. On its single deck it 
carries eight lanes of highway traffic and 
two promenades for pedestrians. It was 
built initially without stiffening trusses 
along the deck. The addition of a lower 
deck will include stiffening trusses between 
the two decks and a second lateral system 
in the plane of the lower deck. 

The lower deck will provide for six vehic-

ular lanes thus bringing the total capacity 
of the bridge to 14 lanes, the largest 
capacity of any vehicular facility in exis- 
tence. Construction of this deck and im- 
proved approaches will cost close on $200m, 
It is being financed and built, as was the 
original structure, by the Port of New York 
Authority.

The bridge is being financed and built 
and, upon completion early next year, 


operated as a toll bridge by the Triborough 
Bridge and Tunnel Authority. 

During the morning tour the party was 
able to observe the reconstruction of the 
Deegan Expressway, the site of the pro-

two miles in length, and its approaches 
will cost approx. $90m. A single deck 
will carry two three-lane roadways, each 
37ft. wide, separated by a 4ft. wide barri- 
cade. A 2ft. 6in. wide service walk is 
provided on each side adjacent to a strong 
outside steel barricade.

posed Alexander Hamilton Bridge and the 
site of the Cross Bronx-Major Deegan Ex- 
pressway interchange. The members also 
stopped to observe the work now under way 
on the construction of the Cross Bronx Ex- 
pressway. This expressway will be about five 
miles long and will cost approximately 
$124m. of which $26m. is for land acquisi- 
tion. To construct this road 3,700 families 
had to be relocated. In many instances 
complete houses were transported by road 
to new sites some miles away. The occu- 
pants did not leave their homes during the 
journey being provided with electricity, 
water and sanitary services, Compensa- 
tion of $1,000 was paid for inconvenience 
caused and the new site was landscaped to 
the occupants’ wishes. 

Lunch was taken at the Lakeville Manor 
Inn when the British party was addressed 
by Mr. Robert Moses, chairman of the 
Triborough Bridge and Tunnel Authority 
and city construction co-ordinator of New 
York. He said New York should have 
started its arterial road programme 20 years 
earlier. Costs of construction and replace- 
ment of buildings were continually rising 
and moreover the longer one waited the 
worse the road problem became. These 
points were not lost on the British party. 


After lunch the party travelled along the 
Long Island Expressway and through the 
Queens-Midtown Tunnel to Manhattan. 
There it saw the Clearview-Long Island Ex- 
pressway interchange under construction 
and the site of the forthcoming World Fair 
of 1964, for which Mr. Robert Moses will 

e responsible. 

On the following morning the party met 
members of the New York City Department 
of Traffic who outlined some of the traffic 
problems faced by the city and how they 
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were being tackled. The British engineers 
were interested to learn that a parking 
meter enforcement corps comprised chiefly 
of women ‘was now in training and would 
start Operating on June 1. There were 
50,000 meters in the city and a considerable 
amount of revenue was being lost through 
non-enforcement. If this experiment 
proved successful the corps would be en- 
larged with the view to enforcing all types 
of parking regulations. 

The Department of Traffic was planning 
the construction of 15 parking garages in 
the down town Manhattan area to give 
10,000 places for short-term parkers. It 
had been found that private operators con- 
centrated on providing garages for long- 
term parkers as this proved more profitable. 
Altogether, the Department proposed to 
spend $100m. in providing off-street park- 
ing facilities. 

Mr, T. T. Wiley, commissioner of traffic, 
City of New York, welcoming the party 
pointed out that his department was only 
10 years old. He stressed the importance 


of traffic engineers being called in at the 
planning and design stage of road projects 
and said that up to June of last year the 
New York Expressway programme had been

undertaken without reference to the Trattic 
Department. This had now been changed 
and his department worked closely with 
Mr. Robert Moses. 

Speaking of traffic problems he said that 
500,000 vehicles entered the Manhattan 
area a day but the plans formulated by the 
Department had enabled them to keep the 
traffic moving. 

In the afternoon a visit was made to an 
underground parking garage for 700 cars 
recently opened by the Department of 
Traffic at Brooklyn. This was constructed 
in open cut and a park laid out over the 
Structure. It was estimated that it would 
be paying its way in about four years. At 
the present time the Department is staffing 
and managing the garage but it is expected 
that a commercial firm will be invited by 
tender to manage the concern in the near 
future. 

Rego Park, Queens, a parking centre for 
commuters was also visited. This park has 
a capacity for 1,200 cars and is operated by 
meters for short-term parking and by toll 
for long-term parking. Charges are 10 
cents for an hour and 35 cents for a 
12-hour period. It was noted in New York 
and other cities that every effort was being 
made to provide long term and well as short 
term facilities for parkers. 


By Turnpike to Chicago

night en route at Conley’s Motel at Irwin,

The original 118 miles of the New Jersey 
Turnpike was completed in 1952, at a cost 
of $319m. and the six-mile extension to 
Delaware Bridge in 1956, at a cost of $27m. 
The pavement is made up of 44in. asphaltic 
concrete, 74in. penetration base, 64in. 
gravel sub-base and 18in. of select material. 

The Pennsylvania Turnpike was con-

structed in four sections between 1940 and 
1951. The first 159-mile section to be built 
between Carlisle and Irwin was constructed 
of 9in. reinforced concrete but without 
sub-base or air-entrainment. Trouble has 
been caused in some parts of this section 
by the action of salt used in snow clearing 
on the concrete and water seeping under 
the road giving a pumping action at the 
joints. Some slabs have had to be replaced 
but, nevertheless, the British party observed 
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that the road was still in pretty good shape 
and serviceable after 20 years. The re- 
maining sections of the Turnpike have been 
constructed of 9in. reinforced concrete on 
6in. sub-base with air-entrainment and no 
trouble has been experienced on these sec- 
tions. 

The 24l-mile long Ohio Turnpike was 
completed in 1955 at a cost of $376m. The 
lessons learned in the construction of the 
previous turnpikes were ap- 
plied to this project which 
comprises 10in. reinforced con- 
crete on 6in. sub+base with 
air-entrainment. 

Welcoming the British 
visitors at lunch at the Erie 
Islands Service Plaza on the 
Turnpike, Mr. R. Deetz, assist- 
ant executive director, Ohio 
Turnpike Commission, said 
that in the first year the Turn- 
pike was opened traffic was 
disappointingly light and 
revenue barely met their needs. 
Now the road was a financial 
success. The volume of traffic 
in April, 1960, was 21 per cent. 
greater than in the correspond- 
ing month of last year. A

and prevented them careering 
across into on-coming vehicles, 
Mr. Deetz said there was no doubt that 
the event of the Turnpike had made a 
great contribution to safety. The Commis- 
sion carried out all maintenance by direct 
labour with a labour force of 175 men. 
Fire and State Police services were paid 
for by the Commission as was the vehicle 
first aid service which was operated by 
private operators. Questioned on the pro- 
vision of ’phones he said one was available 
every five miles, More ‘phones were not 
considered necessary as the Turnpike was 
constantly patrolled by Ohio State High- 
way Patrols and breakdown service trucks. 
The speed limits of 65 m.p.h. for cars and 
55 m.p.h. for trucks were fixed in agree- 
ment with the various interested parties. 
The 156-mile Indiana Turnpike was com- 
pleted in 1956, at a cost of $280m. financed 


each has limited access. There are no stop 
lights, sharp curves, steep hills, intersec- 
tions at grade or rail crossings. Service 
plazas are provided at convenient intervals 
with ample parking space and excellent 
restaurant facilities and picnic grounds. 
These facilities made a considerable im- 
pression on the British visitors.

CITY REBUILDING TOTALS £99M. 


] REPORT by the Improvements and 
41 Town Planning Committee of the City 
of London Corporation reveals that £56m. 
has already been spent on rebuilding in 
the City. A further £19m. is being spent 
on work under construction and £24m. 
on projects which have received planning 
permission, giving a total of £99m. 

Last year, states the report, the total 
floor space replaced and in the course of 
replacement was brought to more than 
14,000,000 sq. ft. Office space, as usual, 
predominated, and the amount of office 


floor space completed in 1959 was 
1,295,000 sq. ft. Full planning permissions 
given in 1959 reached a total of 224, and 
floor space exclusively used for offices is 
already 7} per cent. above such pre-war 
space. 

Dealing with car parking, the report 
states that accommodation in new office 
buildings will provide for about 4,000 
vehicles, and public car parks proposed 
and provided will accommodate another 
4,470 vehicles. 
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RECONSTRUCTION OF BERNARD 
STREET BRIDGE, LEITH 


HE increasing volume and weight of 

modern traffic upon its streets has: set 
for the Corporation of the City of Edin- 
burgh the problem facing nearly every 
authority in the country responsible for 
roads, i.e., existing facilities built many 
years ago in less demanding times in this 
respect are no longer adequate. 

A development plan has been produced 
for the improvement of Edinburgh roads, 
and part of this scheme involves the recon- 
struction of the old swing bridge at Bernard 
Street. The contract for this work has 
been awarded to Holloways Scottish Con- 
structions, Ltd. 

The original bridge was built over 100 
years ago. It had three spans, the two 
shore spans being semi-elliptical masonry 
arches, and the centre a lifting span of the 
bascule type. Width between parapets was 
22ft. Alterations made in 1897 retained 
the western span of the original bridge, but 
increased width was provided with struc- 
tural steel. The eastern span was demo- 
lished and the gap filled in by a masonry 
pier to support the bearing of the steel 
swing span, which provided the connection 
between the western span and the opposite 
shore. Some strengthening was carried out 
in 1932 to allow for the increased load of 
tramcars using it, but nevertheless a weight 
restriction was in force for the bridge. 

The new structure is to a design by 
Blyth and Blyth, the consulting structural 
engineers. It will have three spans faced 
with reinforced concrete semi-elliptical 
arches and sufficient headroom will be 
maintained for small craft on the Water 
of Leith. The width between parapets will 
be 60ft., providing a 44ft. roadway and two 
8ft. footpaths. Overall length is to be 
156ft. and the new bridge will be completed 
by the summer of 1961. 


£390,000 ESSEX LINK ROAD 

Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has made a grant of £292,500 to the 
Essex County Council towards the cost, 
estimated at about £390,000, of a new road 
to by-pass the congested streets of 
Rayleigh village on the Chelmsford Road 
(A.130). 

The two 24ft. wide carriageways of the 
new road, separated by a 10ft. reservation, 
will run north from a two-level junction 
on the Southend Arterial Road, 14 miles 
west of the Rayleigh Weir roundabout. 
They will cross under the railway to a 
new roundabout on the Billericay Road 
(A.129); and from this point to Rawreth, 
the Chelmsford Road will be rebuilt on 
a modern alignment. 

The scheme has been prepared by the 
county surveyor of Essex (Mr. H. J. Berry, 
M.I.C.E.) and will be carried out under 
his supervision. However, the contract 
will not be out to tender for some months, 
in view of the considerable amount of 
preliminary work yet to be done. 


THE “HALCROW BEQUEST” 


The Institution of Civil Engineers an- 
nounces the establishment of the * Halcrow 
Bequest,” provided for in the will of the 
late Sir William Halcrow, who died in 
October, 1958. 

It will take the form of an annual pre- 
mium of £50 for award to the author of 
the best Paper published by the Institution 
on specified subjects. These are docks and 
harbours, tunnels, and hydro-electric power 

among subjects in which the late presi- 
dent specialised. 

Only Corporate Members of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers are eligible for a 
premium. The subjects will be changed 
in a three year cycle. Papers delivered over 
the previous three years on any one subject 
will be considered.

THE MOTORWAY SYMPOSIUM 


Engineers 


POULewins the presentation of the 

Papers at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers’ recent symposium on the 
London - Birmingham Motorway (re- 
ported last week), many aspects of the 
project were considered in the ensuing 
discussion. 

Mr. DAVID WATSON (county surveyor, 
Warwickshire) said the speed of execution 
of the construction work must rank with 
the best in the world. 

Probably the most important paragraph 
in the whole of the Papers was that in 
Mr. Baker’s Paper: “It was further decided 
that the dual three-lane carriageways on 
the length common to both London- 
Birmingham and London-Yorkshire traffic 
should be constructed at once instead of 
the original proposal for dual two-lane 
carriageways throughout, with room for 
the addition of a third lane in each direc- 
tion at a later date.” He realised how 
difficult it was to reach that decision. 
When he was on the M.1 he felt it was 
spacious; when he came off it he felt rather 
cramped. He still did not know the 
answer, and he asked what opinion Mr. 
Baker had reached since the opening 
of M.1. 

There were some who suggested that 
maybe we were building too many motor- 
ways to start with; they expected the 
capacity would have to be increased by 
adding two more lanes. But he felt now 
that confidence was established. The re- 
duction of the expense of vehicle opera- 
tion was a fact which must be borne in 
mind when there was so much talk about 
the common market and the free trade 
area. 

Bridge Loadings 


Mr. O. A. KERENSKY (Freeman Fox and 
Partners), referring to Mr. Baker’s Paper, 
said the bridge loadings given seemed 
excessively heavy. Presumably in future 
B.S.153 loading would be used; he 
wondered if they would be acceptable. 

With regard to the arrangements made 
for studying the lessons to be learned 
from the first motorways, he pleaded that 
this study should include research on the 
design and construction of bridges, par- 
ticularly as regards temperature move- 
ments, design of joints and bearings, water- 
proofing, construction of abutments and 
the fill behind them. 

He also urged that actual and tender 
unit prices for items of work should be 
made available to the industry as a whole, 
as in the U.S.A., where key unit prices 
from two or three of the lowest bids were 
published regularly. Designers and con- 
tractors should greatly benefit thereby. 

In the Paper by Sir Owen and Mr. 
Williams he drew attention to the state- 
ment that the three-lane dual carriage- 
ways increased the cost of the work by 
only about 20 per cent. as compared with 
two lanes, whilst providing 50 per cent. 
more capacity. He believed that the 
capacity was increased by more than 50 
per cent., and also that safety was very 
much improved. Bearing in mind German 
and American experience, he urged that 
three-lane dual carriageways should be 
adopted in this country wherever there 
was the slightest excuse. He asked if 
Sir William Glanville would agree that 
the remarkable speeds recorded on M.1 
as against other motorways were due to 
the third lane. 

Commenting on a brief specification 
given in that Paper he said the conception 
of sight distance based on 3ft. 9in. height 
of eye sighting an object 3ft. 9in. high 
had become hallowed by time. But lorries, 
as well as engineers. could drop bricks, 
and these were not pleasant to hit at high 
speeds. Did the authors consider there 
was a case for basing motorway sight 
distances on sighting an object 6in. high,

which he believed was the practice of some 
Continental designers? 

One paragraph in the Paper suggested 
that special efforts were made to obtain 
tenders from a large number of con- 
tractors. Now that the construction of 
motorways was no longer a novelty, he 
asked if it would not be better to aim 
at a reasonably small number of tenderers, 
to avoid serious waste of effort. He calcu- 
lated that something like 100 man-years 
were needed to produce the M.1 tenders; 
it seemed that it must have cost something 
like £250,000. 

In his humble opinion, two-span bridges 
were not in keeping with motorway ideals; 
they tended to obstruct the view and to 
produce a depressing effect. The cost of 
four-span bridges was very little more; 
and he asked if the costs of the four-span 
bridges on the St. Albans motorway could 
be given. 

Central columns or piers could be ob- 
jected to, but their omission was very 
expensive indeed and they would have 
to be tolerated for some time to come. 

Solid parapets were efficient and were 
cheap to maintain, but were unattractive 
on four-span bridges. Mr. Kerensky asked 
if any cracks had developed over the 
supports. 

Concerning the duration of contracts, 
the various authors had made reference 
to the difficulties and risks involved in the 
effort to construct the roadworks and 
bridges in two summer seasons. In view 
of the experience on all the motorways to 
date, he asked if it would not be wiser 
to revert to the more normal three-summer 
period of construction. Although each 
project might then take longer, the number 
of projects could be increased, which 
should in the end result in the same rate 
of improvement for the same rate of 
capital outlay. 

Finally he said that the M.l was a 
wonderful road and referred to unjustified 
criticisms having done great harm to road 
engineeers. 


Review of Methods 


Mr. J. G. SmitH (Ministry of Transport) 
said that, with the experience of what 
might be regarded as the first stage of the 
motorway programme, it was necessary 
not only to review the methods of design 
and layout, but to consider many miscel- 
laneous questions which might arise. The 
Minister was aware of that and had set 
up a working party to look into the general 
problem and to advise him of changes 
which might be necessary in design. There 
were a number of points which needed 
attention. 

We were getting most of the breakdowns 
and stoppages on to the shoulders; they 
were of the order of 1,200 per month. 
The Ministry were undertaking some trials 
for reconstruction on 4 short length in 
order to see what methods might be de- 
sirable. The stone fills had stood up very 
well indeed, but there was the difficulty 
that the 8ft. width of shoulder was not 
sufficient, especially for commercial 
vehicles. Probably in the future we should 
want not only a wider, but a stronger, 
shoulder, so that the regulations could be 
completely observed. 

Among the matters which had arisen 
from the observations was that of the 
spray on the road in very wet weather: 
they might have to consider some revision 
of the cross-section to deal with that. 
There was a little trouble with mud and 
water getting back on to the carriageways 
from the central verge; it might be better 
to have the central verge depressed. Also 
that would possible be better to deal with 
snow removed from the fast lane. 

About Mr. Kerensky’s reference to the 
high cost of removing central bridge piers, 
he said that for other reasons it might 


not be possible to do away with them in 
the near future. 

COLONEL S. M. LoveLt (county sur- 
veyor, West Riding) pleaded for a long- 
term but positive plan for motorway con- 
struction and, above all, a clear concep- 


tion of policy as to how it should 
be built. It was true, he said, that 
roadmaking methods were in a _ period 
of evolution, but surely _ sufficient 


experience had now been gained to give 
certain guiding principles, which should be 
clearly stated. He had in mind that any- 
one designing a motorway should be given 
those guiding principles and should 
thoroughly understand them before the 
design was started. It seemed to him 
that this could best be done by a meeting 
of the responsible parties concerned. 


More Thorough Design 


With a long-term policy, design could 
be much more thorough than it was at the 
moment. Site investigations had been 
much more thorough, so that the engineer 
did know what problems were likely to 
be met. Having completed the design, the 
next step was of paramount importance: 
it was to approach the job as if he were 
the contractor, or as if he were going to 
do it by direct labour, and work out his 
programme of construction. The objective 
was to realise the factual difficulties of 
building as distinct from the theoretical 
ideals of design; he believed endless diffi- 
culties during construction would be 
ironed out if this were considered before 
the job started or was advertised. 

He had wondered whether present 
specifications were in some way neither 
fish, fowl nor good red herring. He thought 
there was a good deal to commend the 
use of end product specifications. He had 
in mind, for instance, that a granular sub- 
base specification should give the physical 
properties of the material, the grading 
limits, it should define compaction by 
voids and moisture content, give a clause 
covering the shape and its rideability and 
something to cover the stability of the 
base. These all set out to tell a con- 
tractor what was wanted, and the means 
by which he got there could be left to him. 

Timing 

The timing for advertising, letting and 
finishing contracts was haphazard. He 
would advertise contracts, say, from April 
to the end of September or October, and 
would advise the successful contractors 
by the end of December; he would expect 
work to start by the following April 1. 
Between the end of December and the 
beginning of April the staffs of the engi- 
neer and the contractor could get together 
and pre-plan the job as it was going to 
be done; this was essential. The timing 
also allowed the contractors to know what 
they were going to do the following year, 
it gave them plenty of time to tender; 
and he would always have the finishing 
date in July or August in any year. Fixed- 
price contracts should be altered if neces- 
sary to conform with this picture, and a 
contract would then last so many summers. 
The varying size of contracts would ensure 
flexibility for contractors to be continu- 
ously in work. 

He would like a study group to consider 
the concept of construction of separate 
contracts by specialist contractors, rather 
than the present all-in contract. It would 
be highly desirable, for instance, on certain 
bridge works, and possibly for earth- 
moving. A long-term plan would be 
essential for such a policy to be economic, 


Usage of Land 


Next, he pleaded for a much more flex- 
ible usage of land to be arranged before 
construction started. He had in mind such 
things as haulways for construction, the 
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possibility of using flatter slopes to banks 
meeting unforeseen contingencies; it would 
be economical in the end in the use of 
land, because with flatter slopes, for 
example, much of the land could go back 
into cultivation. The object would be to 
negotiate with the owner the use of the 
land, and pay for it, and then only pay 
for the actual land between the fences 
of the motorway. It seemed to him that 
opencast sites had worked on _ that 
principle. 

He disagreed with the present policy 
of putting on the final surface of a con- 
struction with the original contract, for 
he felt there would be very serious trouble 
in the future. We should revert to the 
old traditional practice of having a tem- 
porary running surface for a year or pos- 
sibly two years, and then finally surfacing. 
The taking of the final surface as part of 
the strength design of the motorway, in 
his view, would prove economically 
disastrous; he considered the design 
strength should be irrespective of the final 
wearing surface, 

Again, he would like to see colours 
brought into bridge design; this was con- 
stantly asked for by laymen, 

Discussing details, he said that he would 
throw out the present specification for 
hard shoulders, which he considered to be 
obsolete, discontinue the use of white 
top cement channels, and either use a 
thermoplastic line or white _ tinted 
silicones. 

Col. Lovell asked what had had to be 
done by way of maintenance since M.] was 
opened, and what lessons were to be 
learned from this. More particularly, 
from the local authorities’ point of view, 
what problems had been learned in main- 
taining the motorway as a free-running 
roadway, as distinct from constructional 
faults or difficulties that had developed; 
what had been learned about keeping the 
road clear of snow and of frosty condi- 
tions; had the use of salt been successful? 

If a scheme of the size of M.1 had to 
be started all over again, what lessons 
‘could be applied and what alterations 
would be made? 

Rightly, he concluded, M.1 had been 
hailed as the largest single engineering 
project in road and bridge works ever 
undertaken in this country. 


Cross-section 


Mr. HENRY GRACE (Scott and Wilson, 
Kirkpatrick and Partners), referring to the 
alignment and prospecting of the motor- 
way as defined in Mr. Baker’s Paper, 
wondered whether all the motorways 
which had been designed in the country 
had a constant cross-section with a central 
reserve of approximately 13ft. He had 
found when driving on motorways of that 
type in the U.S, that they became un- 
pleasant when heavily trafficked, due to 
the concentration of noise and exhaust 
fumes and the dirt that seemed to collect; 
and there was also the additional problem 
of glare at night. 

He asked Mr. Baker if consideration had 
been given to varying the cross-section in 
suitable locations. This could be done by 
varying the width of the central reserva- 
tion, by constructing the carriageways at 
different levels or by separating the two 
carriageways; there was much to be said 
for such treatment where it was possible. 

To. emphasise his point he showed two 
coloured photographs. One was of a 
motorway in New Jersey, where the car- 
riageways were completely separate, at 
different levels and with different align- 
ment. The second example was in this 
country, where the carriageways were con- 
structed independently. Where this treat- 
ment could be fitted into the countryside 
he had found it much more pleasant and 
restful to drive along the roads; the noise 
and the fumes from oncoming traffic were 
removed altogether and such roads were 
very pleasant to travel on. He hoped, 
therefore, that on future motorways, 
especially where the land was not very 
valuable, it would be possible to apply 
that treatment. 

Mr. H. S. ANDREW (county surveyor, 
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Middlesex), having paid his tribute to all 
concerned in carrying out such a vast 
project in so short a time, said the speed 
of execution had led him to one or two 
doubts—though he felt it would be diffi- 
cult to return to the 2} years’ period in 
future. 

If 19 months were to be the duration of 
future contracts of this type, he wondered 
if the contractor was given all the help he 
needed. These vast works in this country 
were comparable only with railway con- 
struction, and in that case, he believed, 
where filling was required the Bill and 
Parliamentary plans made provision for 
the acquisition of borrow pits, easements 
for working space and contractors’ yards. 
He urged that the possibility of following 
that example should be considered, the 
engineer obtaining any necessary planning 
permissions, agreement as_ to road 
strengthening, etc., before going to tender. 
There were difficulties, for the contractor 
might not agree with the areas selected for 
some of these purposes by the engineer, 
and it was not easy to see how competi- 
tive tendering was to be combined with 
early consultation with the contractor. 
Perhaps the Federation would appoint a 
consultative panel for a particular job. 

If some such procedure were not adopted 
there might be serious results from the 
contractor having to acquire a particular 
piece of land, with no alternative and no 
compulsory powers. Mr. Laing had re- 
ferred to that and to having no legal com- 
pulsory powers, and one wondered what 
powers he did use. 

Mr. Andrew asked if it were possible 
anywhere to arrange exchanges of land 
to make the motorway a farm boundary 
and so avoid transverse traffic. There 
might be agricultural difficulties, but he 
wondered if it had been tried. 


Ratio of Engineers 


The necessity for an_ efticient site 
organisation on such a high speed job 
was underlined by Mr. McMillan, but his 
figures caused Mr. Andrew some concern. 
Of the 700 people on the job, 600 opera- 
tives and 38 engineers were employed, 
a ratio of one engineer to about 18 other 
employees. Lt.-Col. ffolliott did not say how 
many engineers he had on the site, but 
one imagined that they might bring the 
ratio to at least one in 15. Sir Owen 
Williams, in his progress chart, suggested 
an average of near 3,000 men on Mr, 
Laing’s contract, It would be interesting 
to know how their ratio compared, for 
it would almost seem as if the limit to 
our national programme was going to be 
tixed by the number of engineers available. 
He would welcome the authors’ opinions 
on whether the total engineers’ time on the 
works could have been reduced if the 
longer contract period had been selected. 

Also it would be valuable to have their 
opinions as to whether, even in average 
weather conditions, the cost might be 
fairly heavy; throughout the Papers there 
seemed to be an indication that speed cost 
a lot in imported filling material, etc. 
Again, it seemed wrong somehow that 
the design and procedure should take so 
much longer than the actual construction. 

It was to be hoped that in future pro- 
perly equipped depots would be available 
before projects of this size were opened; 
it seemed fortunate that last winter was 
as kind as it was. 

Finally, with regard to the opening date, 
from the constructional point of view Mr. 
Andrew supposed that the autumn was 
ideal. But from the road safety stand- 
point it would seem preferable to open 
much earlier in the year to allow traffic 
to get over teething troubles during the 
longer days. He asked if some compromise 
were possible or advisable. 

Mr. J. J. G. Micure (John Laing and 
Son, Ltd.) paid a warm tribute to Sir 
Owen Williams and his son, the value of 
whose contribution to the construction 
of the motorway was immeasurable from 
the time they arrived on the site, The 
people concerned with telephones and the 
various other services were brought into 
it at an early stage and were made to 
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feel that they were just as much part 
of the construction team as anybody else. 

The constructors had to find top soil, 
accommodation for stores, workshops and 
so on, but they had no powers of acquisi- 
tion. The farmers tried to view the whole 
thing in a nice way. But just a little bit 
of ground would be of tremendous help 
during the construction period. 


Bridge Construction 


Mr. PETER Ho.Litoway (Holloway Bros. 
(London), Ltd.) said the Papers provided 
a unique historical record of this great 
enterprise. 

Speaking on the Paper by Mr. Laing and 
his colleagues, he said that, as Mr. Laing 
had remarked, so many of the problems 
on that contract were more organisational 
than technical, but they were none the 
less real. 

Mr. Holloway’s company undertook a 
sub-contract for the construction of 13 
bridges on a six-mile stretch near North- 
ampton, consisting of nine two-span over- 
bridges, one mass concrete arch canal 
underbridge, one two-track railway under- 
bridge and the wall and slab viaducts over 
the River Nene and its flood plain. 

Piled foundations were required for one 
of the two-span overbridges and for 
the canal underbridge, 94 I4in. by 
14in. precast reinforced concrete piles 
both vertical and raking and mainly 
30-35ft. long being driven for the 
overbridge. Borehole information at the 
canal site indicated that piles 60ft. long 
would be necessary, and these were to 
be driven close to or even in the existing 
canal, Considerable quantities of imported 
filling were used to give a reasonable work- 
ing area for two 70ft. pile frames equipped 
with 4-ton drop hammers, and a 7-ton 
derrick on bogies which commanded the 
site. 

Test piles 16in. by 1l6in. by 60ft. long 
were driven, but did not confirm the 
borehole findings; consequently the 
majority of the 301 piles driven for this 
bridge were 30ft. to 35ft. long. 

The 17ft. high haunch blocks of the 
canal bridge were then concreted in 
single lifts in daily pours of 65 cu. yd. 
and the arch in 17ft. lengths, the 60 cu. yd. 
pours being carried out alternately. 

The soffit of the arch which rose from 
a springing line 16ft. above tow-path level 
to the crown 30ft. above was formed with 
a travelling shutter mounted on _ ball 
tracks. Two shutters were provided and 
each was used six times. 

Concrete for all the bridges was pro- 
duced at independent mixing stations and 
considerable use was made of pneumatic 
placers which blew 4 cu. yd. batches 
distances of 500ft. in a few seconds; maxi- 
mum output of these units was limited by 
mixer capacity to 120 cu. yd. per day. 


Standardisation 

He agreed with Mr. Broadbent's view of 
the standardisation of wing wall shutters. 
Deck soffit shuttering was standardised as 
far as possible and supported on birdcage 
scaffolding usually at 4ft. centres. The 
vertical tube loading of 24 tons was 
distributed to ensure that ground bearing 
pressure did not exceed 12-l5cwt. per sq. 
ft. This figure was considered high for 
the Nene viaducts, where, owing to deep 
excavations for mass concrete footings, 
it was felt that the back filling could not 
support more than 10cwt. per sq. ft. 

The tender for this work was accepted 
by the main contractor on March 28, 1958, 
with a starting date of April 1. This 
meant that work had to start immediately. 
as the completion of the bridges was tied 
into the overall project programme. 

Bridge sites were very restricted by the 
limits of land available, and the speed of 
construction necessitated bridgework and 
motorway construction proceeding to- 
gether. The access to individual sites was 
often lengthy and tedious, especially due 
to the adverse weather conditions. 

All his company’s work fell into projects 
C and D of the overall plan. Liaison with 
the project and section managers and their 
staff was at all times very good and it 
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created an atmosphere of confidence and 
mutual respect. Many problems presented 
themselves, but in spite of the appalling 
weather during the summer of 1958 they 
were overcome, 


Winter Maintenance 


MR, W. P. TapLey (Ministry of Trans- 
port), as a member of the working party 
on winter maintenance, outlined the way 
in which it was intended to deal with 
wintry conditions on M.1. 

By providing the maintenance com- 
pounds with enough special vehicles and 
equipment, and by having trained drivers 
on the spot when bad weather was ex- 
pected, it was hoped to act sufficiently 
quickly and thoroughly to keep the road 
clear for traffic to travel safely and at 
reasonably high speeds during all but quite 
exceptional icy and snowy weather. Last 
winter was not severe, but enough experi- 
ence was gained to show that the methods 
proposed and the special equipment which 
had been developed were likely to prove 
suitable and adequate for their purpose. 

There were five maintenance com- 
pounds located at about 12-mile intervals. 
Two 12-ton vehicles were provided for 
each maintenance compound, with a third 
vehicle available for each of the two end 
compounds if found to be necessary. Three 
makes of vehicle with some variations in 
characteristics had been developed. 

Other equipment for M.1 included two 
specially developed rotary snow ploughs or 
“blowers” with well-tried Continental 
heads carried on British vehicles and 
capable of moving rapidly from point to 
point to deal with any exceptional drifting. 
These would be located where experience 
proved them likely to be most useful. 

Two-ton gritter trailers were provided 
for each maintenance compound to enable 
slip roads and other short lengths of un- 
treated road to be covered. 

Two special grit collecting machines de- 
signed and developed for the German 
autobahnen were also available. Their 
particular feature was that they discharged 
into a towing lorry and not into a limited 
capacity container of their own; so that 
by the use of a series of towing lorries 
the process of grit collecting could be 
continuous over any desired length of 
road. 

On M.1, gritting or salting was likely 
to be a far more frequent operation than 
snow clearing. It had been decided at 
this stage to use neat salt wherever pos- 
sible, first to be spread as a preventive 
measure when frost was forecast, and 
secondly to melt and disperse any ice that 
formed. Grit might have to be used if 
snow packing took place. 

A 12-ton vehicle could cover the 12 or 
14 miles of 36ft. carriageway between com- 
pounds with a spread of about 14 oz. per 
sq. yd., which was adequate for all normal 
purposes. Precautionary or preventive 
spreads were usually done at about half 
this concentration. 

With the scale of vehicles provided, 
therefore, a very rapid coverage of the 
whole of M.1 could be obtained, and with 
the use of the 120-ton hoppers to which 
Sir Owen Williams had referred. the 
vehicles could be reloaded by the drivers 
in seconds on arrival at each compound. 

Experience had already shown that for 
a fast lane to be usable as such, it must 
be cleared of snow and slush right down 
to the road surface. For this purpose 
each vehicle would have a 12ft. 6in. long 
reversible angle blade plough. fitted with 
large wheels to enable it to be propelled 
at a relatively high speed. The ploughs 
had heavy rubber working or squeegee 
edges which actually travelled in contact 
with the road surface. 

One heavy Vee plough would also be 
supplied for each compound. for use when 
the angle blades could no longer cope. 


Concrete Construction 


Dr. A. R. Cotins (director of research, 
Cement and Concrete Association). speak- 
ing of the St. Albans length. said that 
everything about M.1 had been bigger than 
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anything else that had ever been done: 
and this part was the longest stretch of 
concrete road ever built in this country. 

Only a year or so before the St. Albans 
By-pass was built there was a considerable 
problem in producing concrete roads of 
good riding qualities; it was extremely 
difficult to get q values of something like 
80 or 60. When the construction of the 
St. Albans By-pass was started a compac- 
tion machine was designed by the con- 
tractors and it had effected a considerable 
breakthrough, bringing the figures down 
into the 30’s, so that the surface com- 
pared quite well with that of the re- 
mainder of the road, It was interesting 
that equally good results had since been 
obtained by other contractors, using more 
conventional types. The general experience 
recently ‘was that each successive concrete 
road seemed to ride better than the pre- 
vious one, 

The joints used on the St, Albans By-pass 
were quite satisfactory, although some 
difficulties were met during construction, 
as mentioned in the Paper by Lt.-Col. 
ffolliott and Mr. McMillan. One way in 
which to solve the joint problem, of course, 
would be to eliminate the expansion joints 
completely, as was done in many countries. 


Asphalt Surfacing 


Mr. G. C. F. PALMER (director, Limmer 
and Trinidad Lake Asphalt Co., Ltd.) dealt 
with the two-course asphalt surfacing as 
laid on the motorway. 

In terms of cost, tonnage and effert, 
he said, the asphalt surfacing was only 
a fraction of the total construction. The 
success of the motorway was dependent 
on the efficiency of every phase of this 
important civil engineering contract, and 
perhaps not the least of these related to 
the asphalt surfacing, bearing in mind that 
the asphalt was the only portion of the 
motorway with which the normal user 
had physical contact. That the asphalt 
should be laid to a high degree of uni- 
formity in respect of composition, surface 
texture and within the time schedule set 
was essential to the overall success of 
such a job; and he hoped his subsequent 
remarks would show that this was 
achieved. Three contractors were em- 
ployed on laying the asphalt, and any 
figures given related to their combined 
efforts. 

The laying of the lean concrete base 
was important from the point of view of 
obtaining a uniform and adequate thick- 
ness of surfacing with adequate compac- 
tion at all points. With the tolerance of 
+ jin. permitted in respect of the asphalt 
base course. the degree of accuracy in the 
surfacing achieved reflected a good deal of 
credit on the laying gangs. In the opinion 
of the surfacing contractors, however. it 
would be advantageous to lay the flexible 
base in multiple layers of, say. 4in., from 
the point of view of uniformity of thick- 
ness and accuracy of profile. 

As to the specification, the two-course 
surfacing was laid to the requirements of 
British Standard 594:1950. The base 
course was in accordance with Table 7, 
70 per cent. stone, the bitumen according 
to the requirements of Table 1, Column I, 
laid to a thickness of 24in. The asphalt 
surfacing course was in accordance with 
Table 6, Schedule 1, employing 55 per 
cent. of coarse aggregate and an asphaltic 


cement consisting of equal parts of 
Trinidad Lake asphalt and petroleum 
bitumen. This was laid to a thickness 
of ltin. 


The total length of the asphalt section 
was 57 miles, including four miles of the 
Dunchurch By-pass at the northern end. 
Each of the dual carriageways of the 
motorway was 36ft. wide, except for the 
by-pass, where they were 24ft. wide. The 
total area of asphalt laid was slightly in 
excess of 2,250,000 sq. yd. 

As to raw materials, the refinery bitu- 
men and Trinidad Lake asphalt were sup- 
plied from the recognised sources. 
Limestone filler was in accordance with the 
requirements of B.S.594. Sand was ob- 
tained from deposits in the area to the 
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required grading, while the stone was 
both igneous rock and limestone for the 
base course and igneous rock only for the 
wearing course. 

At a total thickness of 4in. for the two 
courses, the tonnage of asphalt laid was 
in the region of 500,000. The three asphalt 
contractors, when operating simultaneously 
on the motorway, laid the asphalt at the 
rate of 4,000-5,000 tons per day, using 
eight batch type mixing plants and 10 
mechanical spreaders, 

With the modern mixing plants em- 
ployed the degree of uniformity in respect 
of the composition of both base and wear- 
ing course mixtures was very satisfactory. 
Raw materials and production were con- 
trolled at all stages by the use of mobile 
and site laboratories at all the mixing 
plants, and the records showed that the 
degree of uniformity was well within the 
specification limits. 

On surface regularity, Mr. Palmer said 
the British Ministry of Transport Specifi- 
cation for the contract called for degrees 
of accuracy of + in. for the flexible 
base, + jin. for the asphalt base course 
and + }in. for the asphalt wearing course. 

Not so long ago a q value of 75 or under 
was described by the Road Research 
Laboratory as being “good” or “better’’. 
An analysis of the official figures taken 
on this contract showed that q values 
down to the twenties were obtained and 
an overall value of just over 38, which 
was of a high order and, he believed, had 
not been consistently obtained before. 

The three asphalt contractors did not 
commence or complete their work simul- 
taneously. But from the commencement 
of laying operations on the first contract 
to the completion of the work by the 
third contractor, the work was finished 
well within the prescribed period of six 


months. Conditions were favourable, of 
course, due to the exceptionally fine 
weather, 


It would seem fair to say that on future 
contracts the asphalt work could be laid 
at an even higher rate, 


Special Traffic Studies 


Mr. T. M. Cosurn (Road Research 
Laboratory) made a special plea for traffic 
studies and the other work necessary to 
make traffic predictions. Such studies 
would probably give guidance on whether 
to have two or three lanes on the carriage- 
ways, and also whether changes should be 
made at the access points. 

The various road projects were outlined 
in Mr. Baker’s Paper and some of the 
results of the work of the R.R.L. had been 
presented already by Sir William Glanville. 
They were making observations at about 
13 points on the motorways into and out 
of London, and also on a very large scale 
in the surrounding road networks. 


Utmost Standardisation 


Mr. H. C. ADAMS (Ministry of Trans- 
port), speaking mainly of the bridges on 
the M.1, said it was necessary to intro- 
duce the utmost standardisation possible, 
for they had to be constructed in so 
short a time. Further, there was doubt as 
to how much steel could be obtained, and 
therefore as much of the work as possible 
had to be done with mass concrete. 

Giving an example of the fact that 
motorway construction had introduced 
many new problems, he said Sir Owen 
Williams had provided solid parapets on 
his bridges, and he had reasons for doing 
so. There was the splash from vehicles 
on the bridges and it was important to 
prevent any of it coming on to the motor- 
way below. 

The alternative to the solid parapet was 
the open one, and he thought that 
generally we were coming round to that. 

Mr. A. GOLDSTEIN (Travers Morgan and 
Partners), discussing bridges, agreed with 
Mr. Kerensky that the four-span bridge 
was certainly of advantage; and he invited 
the authors to give the benefit of their 
experience of it, for he felt it might prove 
ta be worth the extra cost. 

The settlement behind the abutments 
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was a very difficult problem, and he felt 
that a very positive and determined attack 
on it should be made; it was necessary 
to experiment in a fairly large way. There 
were several possibilities; there were 
certain difficulties in the compaction of 
the fill, and also difficulties due to the 
consolidation of the strata underlying the 
fill. It was not only a matter of consoli- 
dating behind the abutment. 

There were disadvantages in having 
separate contracts for the bridgework and 
the roadwork, and also in treating them 
as one. But the type of work involved 
in each was very different indeed; in 
certain cases the degree of detail re- 
quired in the bridgework was very dif- 
ferent from that in the roadwork, and he 
thought we should find that there were 


great advantages in treating them as 
separate contracts. 
Principal Lesson 
Mr. D. J. MACLEAN said one of the 


principal lessons to be learned from the 
construction of the motorway was surely 
the need to provide greater width of 
vround for such work in the future. The 
consultants for the Luton-Dunchurch sec- 
tion had pointed out that because of the 
restriction of land the toes of embank- 
ments were in many cases close to the 
boundary fence, while the contractors 
referred to the need for greater width 
alongside embankments and cuttings to 
provide for greater convenience of opera- 
tions during construction. 


The lack of width was a particularly 
severe handicap in dealing with the main- 
tenance of unstable slopes, since it ruled 
out the obvious remedies of flattening the 
slopes and, in the case of embankments, 
of loading the ground beyond the toe. 
The arguments for restricting the width 
of land acquired in order to save agri- 
cultural land seemed hardly strong enough 
to overrule meeting the requirements for 
ensuring an adequately designed motor- 
way. 
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The contractors had referred to the 
practical advantages of limiting slopes to 
2:1; the suggestion deserved support also 
on the grounds of ensuring a greater factor 
of safety against slips, since with cohesive 
soils slopes of 14:1 seemed quite often 
to lack adequate stability. 


With regard to drainage of surface water 
from the carriageways, although the con- 
sultants had not specifically said so, he 
believed that on embankment sections the 
water was allowed to drain from the hard 
shoulders down the slopes of the embank- 
ments to channels at the toe of the slopes. 
Since it was difficult to achieve a high state 
of compaction near the edges of embank- 
ments, some instability might arise from 
the softening of the soil beyond the hard 
shoulders due to the aborption of the 
water, and there was much to support 
the view that on embankments the surface 
water should be collected into channels at 
the outer edges of the shoulders and dis- 
charged to the channel at the bottom of 
an embankment through pipes placed down 
the slopes. 


Controlling Compaction 


The contractors had referred to the 
need for a reliable and rapid method of 
controlling compaction. It was hoped that 
one of the methods based on gamma-ray 
absorption would provide the answer, 
when development work had _ been 
completed. Nevertheless, Mr. Maclean 
felt the authors’ criticisms of the sand- 
replacement method were not altogether 
justified. An experienced operator could 
usually make a test in 10-20 minutes, 
depending on the soil, and obtain a value 
accurate within + 2 per cent. Admittedly 
the method would be unsatisfactory where 
the material consisted mainly of particles 
larger than 14-2in.; but it was difficult to 
visualise any method of test which would 
be satisfactory in that case. When in- 
accurate results were obtained with the 
sand-replacement method applied to granu- 
lar soils, they were most likely to be due 
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Concrete Formwork Designer’s Handbook, 
by H. R. Gill. Publishers: Concrete 
Publications, Ltd. Price 15s. 153 pp. 

Here is a book for the contractor—if he 
has not already his own formwork design 
charts. It will save its cost in overheads 
in the first hour of use. The author has 
compiled the book from his experience with 
a large firm of contractors and has done a 
service in making the work available to 
the smaller firm whose necessity to design 
formwork is less frequent and whose costs 
for doing so are consequently high. 

There are three introductory chapters. 
The first deals with loads on the forms, 
derived from the pressure of concrete and 
the variations in pressure arising from rate 
of placing, mix, workability, depth of sec- 
tion and vibration. There are here a 
number of conflicting influences which the 
author allows for by a series of “ correct- 
ing” factors. The second of these chapters 
covers material and stresses and makes 
reference to various grades of timber, steel 
forms, props and scaffolding, and to con- 
nections. The third chapter introduces a 
number of approximations to be used in 
design and is important in that it is only 
by intelligent approximation that design 
work can be reduced and that Mr. Gill can 
prepare nomograms. 

The rest of the book is devoted to 
formulae for particular cases (66 pages). 
nomograms (24 of them), graphs and 
worked examples. Even then, nothing is 
left to chance and the construction of the 
nomograms is described in an appendix in 
a form which would enable a designer to 
adjust them if needs be to his own purpose. 
It may be that the author has failed to 
cover some particular case, but it does not 
seem likely. There is something of Klein- 
logel about the work and it will prove most 
useful in the contractor’s design office. 


This is one of those books which Con- 
crete Publications do so well and at such 
a low cost. It is a pity that, for a book 
primarily of formulae and charts, they 
could not depart from the traditional bind- 
ing and provide a type which ensures that 
the pages lie flat. 


An Introduction to the Dynamics of 
Framed Structures, by Grover L. 
Rogers. Publishers: John Wiley and 
Sons, Inc. 350 pp. 

With the fortunate absence of large earth 
tremors in this country, there has been no 
great study of the effect of dynamic forces 
on structures. The recent war gave an 
impetus to the consideration of blast effects 
on buildings, but it has generally been the 
practice to guard against the unexpected 
dynamic forces by adopting a rigid-framed 
structure and by careful detailing. Oscil- 
lations in structures have received some 
attention, particularly in regard to the wind 
forces on suspension bridges, and there 
has been considerable work done—and con- 
flicting opinions expressed—on the conse- 
quences of machine vibrations. 

Mr. Rogers has had a distinguished

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to the granular soils being so wet that 
the sides of the hole cut in the material 
slumped inwards. 

With regard to the difficulties experienced 
on the Luton-Dunchurch section and the 
St. Albans By-pass in maintaining a stable 
soil formation and sub-base, while the wet 
weather had contributed, he suggested 
that the intensive use of the soil formation 
and sub-base for construction traffic must 
have added greatly to the difficulties, It 
seemed illogical to expect that traffic to 
run there without causing large deforma- 
tions, since if this were possible with only 
small deformation it would seem unneces- 
sary to require such a thick and strong 
pavement above the sub-base to carry 
the ultimate motorway traffic. We should 
try to keep the formation of the carriage- 
ways free from construction traffic, pos- 
sibly by using the foundations of the hard 
shoulders for this purpose. 


The contractors’ comments on the con- 
struction of the base of the Luton- 
Dunchurch section were of considerable 
importance and deserved careful study. 
He was glad to note their clear statement 
that it was in fact a plant-mixed cement- 
stabilised as-dug gravel and not a lean 
mix concrete of the type developed in 
recent years. But he emphasised that a 
satisfactory performance from the as-dug 
gravel could be expected only if the mixing 
were carried out with mixers having a 
positive mixing action and if high states 
of compaction were obtained in the 
finished base. 

Concerning their suggestion that the 
relevant clauses in the Ministry of Trans- 
port specification should be revised to 
take account of this experience, he said 
the Road Research Laboratory and the 
Ministry had already prepared a new 
clause for what was now described’ as 
cement-bound base material. 

The authors made brief replies to some 
of the questions raised and said they 
would deal with them in greater detail in 
writing.

experience, and has written a comprehen- 
sive analysis of dynamic disturbances 
which, he claims, is only an introduction. 
It may well be as far as many engineers 
would wish to go, and those without a firm 
grasp of matrices and orthogonal functions 
would hardly stay the course. The author 
deals with the effect of vibrations in a 
variety of members and frames, and after 
considering structures with varying degrees 
of freedom he covers successively beams, 
rigid frames and floor systems. 

Research workers and students with a 
bent for these matters will enjoy the book 
and will recognise with appreciation the 
scope of the author’s work. In_ this 
country the practising engineer will pro- 
bably continue to rely on traditional safe- 
guards but for work abroad in lands sub- 
ject to earthquakes, he may often be glad 
to discover that he has a copy of Mr. 
Rogers’ book in his library. 


English-Polish Dictionary of Building and 
Civil Engineering. Published in Poland 
by Panstwowe Wydawnictwa_ Tech- 
niczne, Warsaw. 833pp. 

The value of this unusual publication is, 
of course, confined to those with Polish 
connections involved in building or civil 
engineering, such as importers and ex- 
porters of plant and materials. 

Containing 37,000 English and American 
terms with their Polish equivalents, the 
dictionary covers the branches of engi- 
neering materials; architecure and city 
planning; hydraulic and hydro-electric engi- 
neering; river and harbour engineering: 
irrigation and drainage; safety engineering: 
management; and general _ technical 
sciences. 

An index of Polish terms has also been 
included and this to a certain extent acts 
the part of a Polish-English dictionary. 
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HIGHER DEMAND FOR CIVIL ENGINEERING 


WORK THIS YEAR 


Minister’s Forecast at Federation’s Annual Dinner 


‘PEAKING at the annual dinner of 
J the Federation of Civil Engineer- 
ing Contractors, held in London last 
week, the Minister of Works, Lord 
John Hope, said the indications were 
that the demand for civil engineering 
work in 1960 would be higher than in 
1959. 

He understood that the road _pro- 
gramme was likely to be some £13m. 
higher than last year, and that more work 
would be wanted for water and sewage 


schemes, atomic energy, railways and 
coal. ; 
Lord John stated that we, in _ this 


country, like most of the western countries, 
were continually learning how economic 
freedom for the individual concern and 
individual consumer could be combined 
with policies to ensure that the economy 
was not at the mercy of those disruptive 
forces which seemed to arise spontaneously 
in modern complex industrial societies. 

“One of the lessons which I think we 
have now all learnt is that the economy 
is more like a fast train than a fast car 
it cannot be very rapidly accelerated or 
slowed down and attempts to do so are 
wasteful and destructive,” he said. “I 
know that your industry is particularly 
vulnerable to the effect of any erratic 
footwork on the accelerator or the brake. 
I am sure you will welcome the early and 
mild measures which the Chancellor has 
taken to slow down the rate of expansion 
of the economy. You will, I think, agree 
that this kind of sensitive and gentle hand 
on the throttle is what is needed. 


Work 


“The two principal factors which must 
influence the hand on the throttle are very 


Overseas 


familiar—the need to pay our way in 
international commerce and to _ avoid 
inflation at home. In both these your 


industry has. an important part to play. 

“The civil engineering industry has been 
doing work overseas for more than a 
100 years and has made a valuable contri- 
bution to Our Overseas earnings in recent 
years. It may be that you will meet 
increasing competition in many overseas 
countries. This is happening to some of 
our manufacturing industries and our 
share in the world’s export trade has 
declined. 

“To some extent this is because tradi- 
tional goods and traditional markets have 
fallen victims of technical, social and 
political changes. This is why the enter- 
prise that you have shown in undertaking 
work in all parts of the world is so im- 


portant. I hope you will not relax your 
efforts to establish yourselves against 
foreign competition overseas on an _ in- 


creasing scale. To some extent your ability 
to do this depends on our avoiding infla- 
tion. It is very satisfactory that the index 
of the cost of new construction in the 
United Kingdom, which is published by 
my Department, stands at 113 in the first 
quarter of 1960—one point lower than the 
average for the year 1957.” 


Safety Training 


On the question of safety, Lord John 
said he was glad to learn that the Federa- 
tion had recently established its own train- 
ing centre near Cardiff. His collegue, the 
Minister of Labour, had recently made 
regulations extending the definition of 
“work of engineering construction” in the 
Factories Act to include nearly all civil 


and constructional engineering work. 
Other legislative provisions were under 
discussion. 


“Safety is liable to seem a dull subject 
and legislation a duller one,” he added, 
“but I am sure you will agree that if all 
firms came up to the standards of the best 
in this matter, much avoidable suffering 
would be saved. I am sure, too, that you 
are right in the stress which you put on 
training. This can do more than legisla- 
tion.” 


President’s Reply 


Replying, the Federation’s retiring presi- 
dent, Mr. R. M. Douglas, spoke of the 
cordial relations which existed between the 
Ministry and the Federation. 

“It was not very many years ago, in 
the discharge of its functions, the Ministry 
of Works was exercising a restraining hand 
on our activities,” he said. “We had to 
be registered with them before we could 
set up in business as contractors; we had 
to have a licence before we could start 
work on any job; and we had to have 
another licence before we could get the 
necessary materials. 

“In just a few years all these conditions 
have disappeared without, I think, any of 
the kind of mixed feelings one might have 
if you were witnessing your mother-in-law 
driving at great speed headlong over a 
cliff in your brand-new Bentley! 

“Freedom, however, has its price. In- 
stead of there being too much work for 
every type of contractor, there has been- 
following the credit restrictions introduced 
in 1957 until fairly recently—to little in 
certain spheres of our activities. I refer, 
of course, to the smaller and medium 
sized contracts for traditional works, such 
as water and sewerage, still so badly 
needed in the rural areas by our smaller 
and medium sized firms. 


Intense Competition 


“As a result of these shortages, our 
industry, with its tremendous and continu- 
ally increasing capacity due to mechanisa- 
tion, has been passing through a period 
of intense competition. 

“At our annual general meeting your 
chairman of Council, Maurice Laing, gave 
some very good advice. He said it is 
better to do less work and avoid losses 
rather than weaken ourselves by accepting 
contracts at a loss. Our turn will come. 
Eventually, we hope, there will be a con- 
siderable expansion of the road programme. 
And, when the time comes, our industry 
must be strong and in good heart. 

“Looking to the immediate future, I 
think we can now say we have every 
reason for modest optimism. The upsurge 
in industrial investment with the record 
of approvals in the first quarter of this 
year is a source of great encouragement 
to us all, not only for the work it brings 
directly but with further expansion of 
industrial demand, a future demand in the 
form of works for power, water, etc., is 
eventually created. Let us hope that we 
may steer clear of economic difficulties 
and that the present satisfactory trend 
may continue. 


Road Programme 


“Roads have been the Cinderella of the 
investment programme for much too long. 
Despite the increase in the programme over 
recent years, we are still spending only 
about 30s. per head of the population on 
road construction each year. But—by 
comparison .. . for coal it is £2 per head; 
for railways it is £3 per head; for electricity 
it is £7 per head; for housing it is £11 
per head; for defence it is £30 per head. 

“We are today devoting a smaller pro- 
portion of our capital investment to roads 


than in 1938—when there were only 
3,000,000 vehicles compared with 8,600,000 
today and probably—as recently forecast 
by Mr. Marples—15,000,000 in 1975. Our 
roads are—again quoting our Minister of 
Transport—suffering from ‘traffic throm- 
bosis.” The whole key to the situation is, 
of course, money and resolution. 

“So far as our industry is concerned, we 
have waited patiently for many years for 
a well-planned long-term programme of 
work and I make no apology for reiterating 


that we are confident of our ability to 
handle a vastly larger programme.” 
Personnel Relations 


Guests at the dinner were welcomed by 
Mr. J. Maurice Laing, retiring chairman of 
Council. Responding, Lord McCorquodale, 
president of the British Employers’ Con- 
federation, spoke of the importance of per- 
sonnel relations He said it was the duty 
of employers to support, to build up and 
to treat properly and maintain the power 
and prestige of ‘their friendly opposite 
numbers in the trade union world. 

The biggest disservice to British industry 
that any employer could do was to build 
up the prestige of an unofficial shop 
stewards movement against the properly 
elected and organised trade union official. 


It was, Lord McCorquodale said, import- 
ant that all employers should belong to 
their appropriate federation just as it was 
important for workpeople to belong to their 
appropriate trade union. It should be the 
object of the senior leaders in the trade 
union movement to maintain the prestige 
and the importance of proper contracting 
and bargaining of the employer’s federations 
just as much as it was the employer’s duty 
to do so on the other side. 

If throughout British Industry these 
maxims were adopted in every section, 
then a great deal of the troubles in industry 
today would be done away with. 


CONTROL OF MINERAL 
WORKING 


Revised Ministry Memorandum 


A new edition of the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government’s memorandum on 
the application of planning control to 
mineral working was published last week 
(“The Control of Mineral Working,” 
H.M.S.O. price 4s. 6d.). 

The memorandum is intended to act as 
a guide to local planning authorities in 
securing the proper development of the 
country’s mineral resources, and to mineral 
operators in arranging their future opera- 
tions. It indicates the broad lines of policy 
on the main problems raised by mineral 
working and explains the relevant planning 
provisions. 

Since the publication of the original 
memorandum in 1951 there have been 
alterations in the law relating to planning 
and more experience has been gained 
about handling mineral problems. The most 
important alterations in the law are the 
Town and Country Planning Acts of 1953, 
1954 and 1959 which have made substan- 
tial changes in the financial background of 
development control. 

The revised edition includes an account 
of the legislative changes in their relation 
to mineral working and gives guidance, in 
the light of experience gained since 1951, 
on some of the issues raised by the planning 
control of mineral working. It supersedes 
the 1951 edition,

Notebook... 


T has become something of a custom 
for retiring presidents to impart a 
few well chosen comments on matters 
close to their hearts before relinquishing 
office. The “party” line, if there is one, 
is a good thing to keep to for 364 days 
of the year but a little meandering from, 
if not downright by-passing of, it is justi- 
field and often expected on the 365th. 
This is not a bad thing. The rank and 
file of the industry always like to get 
something from the horse’s mouth on what 
is really going on and what the problems 
are, and what better horse than the one 
who has led in his particular field for 
the past 12 months. 

These thoughts are prompted by the 
comments made by Mr, J. C. Chapman 
who retired the other day from the 
presidency of the Federation of Building 
Block Manufacturers. Mr. Chapman is 
concerned about the future of clinker 
blocks—still the most widely used of light- 
weight aggregate building blocks. It ap- 
pears that most manufacturers have either 
curtailed or ceased production of them 
because of a shortage of clinker during 
the summer months. The position is 
aggravated by the fact that the long-term 
prospects of getting more clinker are not 
too promising, as more coal-burning 
stations are being replaced by or converted 
into pulverised fuel or oil-burning units 
Another important factor likely to in- 
fluence the volume of supplies. available 
for block manufacture is the increasing 
quantities of clinker being used as a base 
material for roads. 

What is the answer to this problem? 
Mr. Chapman seems to have one, for in 
the course of his remarks he pointed out 
that the demand for building blocks 
generally has been met with no great 
difficulty, although it has intensified. He 
suggests that if the properties of the 
material required, rather than the name 
of the material, could be specified this 
would allow manufacturers to use the 
cheapest available material with the re- 
quired characteristics and ease the demand 
for clinker, whatever the supply or price 
position may be. f 

This seems to be a sensible suggestion 
and I hope that it will be one upon which 
the whole industry will act, although I 
have a feeling that as time goes by raw 
materials supplies will become an_ in- 
creasing headache for the building block 
manufacturers. 


NOTHER president who had some 

pertinent things to say on the occasion 
of the annual meeting of his organisation 
was Mr. G. O. Swayne, O.B.E., of 
the Institute of Builders. He could 
not resist the temptation to gently wipe 
the eye of critics of the Institute in 
past years. He recalled that the I.0.B. was 
urged to put its house in order, to end 
“special case” entry, to broaden its mem- 
bership conditions, to modernise its 
examinations, to publicise its purposes and 
intentions, and so on. In five years, he 
said, the Institute had accomplished most 
if not all of these things. 

If the growth in membership of nearly 
1,400 in the last year is anything to go 
by the Institute seems likely to be in a 
position to accomplish even more in the 
next five years. The work being done at 
Bedford Square is proving invaluable to 
an industry in a critical period and Mr. 
Swayne, who I am glad to see was re- 
elected to the presidency, and his far- 
sighted colleagues on the Institute’s coun- 
cil should have no hesitation in tackling 
the tasks on hand with the energy and 
imagination which they have so success- 
fully exercised hitherto. 


| HAVE seen surprisingly little in print 
about the announcement of the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Accidents 
that the Sir George Earle Trophy is to 
be awarded in 1961 to a firm or organisa- 
tion in the construction industry. This 
award is for an outstanding contribution 
to industrial accident prevention made 
either during the current year or over a 
period of years. The award may be made 
for such things as a special safety service 
rendered to industry generally or to safety 
officers, consistent progress made by a 
company over many years, the production 
of publications on some phase of accident 
prevention, a safety device developed by a 
company or an industry, and so on. This 
makes the field of participation very broad. 
Many building and contracting firms have 
devised and introduced their own safety 
gadgets and ideas; the ingenuity used in 
organising and running the building safety 
centres; the recent publication by the 
N.F.B.T.E. of a down-to-earth guide to 
building firms on how to organise for 
safety—these, I imagine, are the kind of 
things which ought to be considered for 
submission. As I mentioned a fortnight 
ago, the industry’s accident record is still 
bad, but this does not mean that it has 
been inactive over the matter. A great 
deal of valuable work has been done in 
this field in recent years and I hope that 
much of it will be submitted in competi- 
tion for the Trophy, 


‘SIR KEITH JOSEPH, the Parliamentary 
J Secretary to the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, has, I surmise, 
killed once and for all the idea that direct 
labour departments should be allowed to 
apply the “surplus” or “profit” on one 
contract to another. This was the sug- 
gestion made by Mr. Frank Allaun, the 
Labour Member of Parliament for Salford 
East, in the House of Commons the other 
day. He thought that it would help direct 
labour departments to retain their work- 
ing forces and cover overheads in the 
same way that it helped private firms by 
allowing them occasionally to secept a 
contract at under cost. 

Sir Keith’s reply was someshing of a 
classic. ‘A direct works department,” he 
said, “does not sink or swim on the basis 
of its quotation in the same way as a 
private builder does, and to weaken still 
further the link between market value, 
quotation and cost would not in the 
Minister’s view encourage efficiency.” He 
added that the quotation of a direct works 
department and the quotation of a private 
builder were not on all fours. 

I would like to see this reply framed 
and hung up on the walls of every direct 
labour department office in the country. 
It is the first occasion I can recall on 
which direct labour departments have 
really been put in their place on their 
oft-repeated assumption that they are 
truly in competition with private con- 
tracting firms. 


A his building friends in every part 
of the country—and he had a large 
number—will mourn the passing of Mr. 
A. H. Pope of Swindon. With one or 
two exceptions the provincial section of 
the building industry has not produced 
notable enthusiasts in the field of building 
education and training. Mr. Pope was 
one of the exceptions and his particular 
interest was in building apprenticeship. 
where he did invaluable work at national, 
regional and local levels. Ye rarely 
missed the opportunity to have a word on 
this subject at the N.F.B.T.E.’s annual 
meeting in London each winter and his 
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enthusiasm, expressed in delightful Wilt- 
shire accents, was always admired. So, 
too, was the stark common sense of his 
observations. And he practised what he 
preached. The apprentices employed by 
his firm—Pope Brothers, of Swindon— 
were never allowed to drift aimlessly 
through their years of training. Mr. Pope 
was always keen to know of the progress 
they were making, of their problems and 
successes in examinations, and of their 
ambitions when they became journeymen, 
This interest at the top produced results, 
Over the years the apprentices employed 
by his firms have achieved some remark- 
able successes in the national prize 
scheme which have only been matched by 
the large number of regional and local 
association prize awards they have won. 
The building industry can ill afford the 
loss sustained by the premature passing of 
this gifted man. It could do with many 
more of the calibre of Albert Henry Pope, 


F you have a good constitution, a well 
proportioned body, a high level of 
intelligence and imagination, and if you 
are tough, persistent and hard working 
and your first three toes are about the 
same length, then you might achieve a 
career as a dancer—provided you start 
before the age of 10 or, for boys, 12. 
This valuable piece of information is given 
in the latest Ministry of Labour “Choice 
of Careers” booklet and it has set me 
wondering on the type of specification 
likely to be drawn up for a contractor, 
I am tempted to think that the specifica- 
tion would be very much the same—except 
for the first three toes. In its place there 
might be a sentence or two urging the 
need for high qualities of patience (to 
withstand the evasiveness of architects on 
the question of delayed drawings), the 
wisdom of Solomon (to deal effectively 
with site labour disputes as and when they 
arise) and a private income (to tide over 
the reluctance of many building owners 
to pay up). The question as to when one 
should start to be a builder made me 
ponder for a little while. Should it be 
at 15 as a craft apprentice, or 17 or 18 as 
a building student—or maybe at 23 or 
24 after graduating? The question was a 
difficult one. In the end I telephoned a 
contractor friend to seek his opinion. His 
answer was “Never.”

As usual, 
the event was an outstanding success and 
many old friendships were renewed.

RETIRING DIRECTOR’S LUNCHEON 


A luncheon was given in London recently 
by Mr. B. Donald Hughes, chairman and 
managing director of Rhodes Chains, Ltd., 
and his co-directors, as a tribute to Mr. 
Herbert H. Millett, who has retired from 
the position of sales director after 36 
years’ service with the company. Mr. 
Millett was presented with an onyx clock. 
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TIMBER HANGAR AT GATWICK HAS A 
CLEAR SPAN OF 150FT. 


HAT is believed to be the largest 
clear span timber building in 
Europe is now being constructed at 
Gatwick Airport. This is an aircraft 
hangar for Overseas Airways, Ltd., 
which has a clear span of 150ft. and 
clear headroom of 33ft. The entire 
roof and side cladding are supported 
on six frames spaced at 33ft. centres, 
giving a 150ft. depth of hangar from 
front to rear. 

The roof of the structure has a 2in. 
Stramit decking lined with asbestos paper 
and felt covering externally. Side cladding 
consists of Twin 12 Sandwich construction 
by U.A.M. Co., laid horizontally. The 
doors are top hung folding-sliding doors 
by Potter Rax, Ltd. 

The building framework was constructed 
by the HB system and was designed by 
H. J. Andrews, A.M.I.Struct.E., manager 
and chief designer of Beves and Co. 
(Structures), Ltd., in collaboration with 





the architects. It has a fire rating of one 
hour before collapse. This has been 
achieved, on the advice of the Fire Offices 
Committee and the Fire Research Organi- 
sation at Boreham Wood, by increasing 
the bulk of the timber used and stipulating 
minimum thicknesses of individual 
members. 

Two points of interest in the design, 
apart from the main frames, are the 
bracing at roof level and the knee bracing 
at frame soffit level. The bracing at roof 
level consists of diagonal straps running 
between the four corners of the hangar 
which act in conjunction with stiffened 
purlins at the intersection points of the 
trusses and a wind beam in the Stramit 
membrane across the centre of the hangar. 

The bracing at the knee reduces the 
effective column length of the inner log 
member and forms a useful means of 
reducing the effective column length of 
the laminated posts carrying the side 
cladding.

LARGE-SCALE EARTH MOVING INVOLVED 
IN N.A.T.O. PROJECT 


JRELIMINARY work is now under 
way on the scheme for extending 
the runway at the Royal Naval Air 
Station, Machrihanish, Kintyre, Argyll. 
This is the first phase of a large N.A.T.O. 
project executed under the authority of the 
Admiralty. The main contractors are 
Tarmac Civil Engineering, Ltd., and the 
work is estimated to cost £l14m. 

The contract involves lengthening the 
existing east-west runway to 10,000ft. with 
a finished width of 150ft. In addition there 
will be six massed parking areas with taxi 
tracks leading to the runway. Work was 
Started in March this year and is to be 
completed in 76 weeks. 

Runway construction will comprise two 
layers of 6in. pavement quality concrete slab 
ona 4in. hardcore foundation. The concrete 
will be placed in six 25ft. bays with a 
centre cracking joint to each bay, using 
S.G.M.E. equipment. 

The massed parking areas are similar in 
construction to the runway except that the 
top slab of concrete will be 7in. 


In both operations slabs of concrete will 
be constructed with through joints and 
sealed, and a slip membrane placed between 
them. Neither the runways nor the massed 
parking areas are reinforced. Aggregate 
for the concrete and the crushed rock for 
the hardcore will be produced locally and 
at peak periods a total quantity of 2,500 
tons a day will be required consisting of 
1,500 tons of gravel and 1,000 tons of rock. 


The concrete will be mixed by two 
batching plants, one of 3 cu. yd, and the 
other of 2 cu. yd. capacity. Total quantity 
of concrete required will be 178,000 cu. yd. 

A total of about 1,400,000 cu. yd. will 
b2 moved, consisting of 600,000 cu. yd. of 
earth and 800,000 cu. yd. of peat. The 
earth will be used for fill, whilst the peat 
will be tipped in an area nearby. 

Earthmoving will be carried out by 
Traxcavators and Euclid rear and bottom 
dump trucks. The plant is being trans- 
ported by road, though at one time the 
possibility of landing the plant on the 


Diagonally boarded red cedar is used to 
face the structure. 

Each main frame is designed to carry 
a distributed load of about 56 tons. The 
front gable frame carries the folding-sliding 
doors which weigh about 22 tons. This 
frame is notched at the centre point to 
accommodate a tail-plane of up to 38ft. 
above ground level. 

All the forces in the framework are 
transmitted to ground level through a 
designed system of nailing and the splice 
connections have been carried out with 
nails and wood screws only. The frame- 
work to the hangar consists of about 80 
standards of timber and four tons of nails, 

P. and D. T. Myers, London, are the 
architects for the building, and the con- 
sulting engineers for the foundations are 
Donovan H. Lee and Partners. 

The main contractors are J. Jarvis and 
Sons, Ltd., London, and the timber frame- 
= is by Beves and Co. (Structures), 
Ltd. 


beaches at Machrihanish by tank landing 
craft was considered; this idea was aban- 
doned owing to the costs of chartering this 
type of vessel. 


There were a certain amount of prob- 
lems attendant on transporting plant by 
road to Machrihanish, such as the narrow 
roads, hump back bridges and snow. All 
these were successfully overcome, however; 
in the case of the passage of low loaders 
over hump back bridges, timbering was 
employed. 


The existing airfield at Machrihanish 
consists of four short runways which, when 
the contract has been completed, will have 
been converted to one long runway run- 
ning east-west. Throughout the time of the 
contract the existing airfield must remain 
operational at all times. 


It is intended that the removal of peat 
and the muck-shifting will be completed 
during the summer months of 1960, which 
will enable concreting to start in August, 
1960. During the peak period a labour 
force of about 200 will be required and ‘t 
is understood that a proportion of this 
force can be found locally. Accommoda- 
tion and canteen services will be provided 
in a nearby camp. 
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GLEESON TO BUILD £2M. 
SPORTS CENTRE 


HE contract for construction of the 
National Youth and Sports Centre 
at Crystal Palace, London, worth about 
£2m., has been awarded by the L.C.C. 
to M. J. Gleeson (Contractors), Ltd., 
Haredon House, London Road, North 
Cheam, Surrey. Work will begin later 
this month. 

Occupying over 36 acres of the old 
exhibition grounds, the centre will com- 
prise a main sports hall, stadium, hostel 
block, swimming pools and tennis courts, 
etc. 

The main sports hall, the gymnasia and 
other facilities for indoor training, the 
swimming pools with changing rooms, and 
the facilities for spectators will be con- 
centrated in a single large sports hall. 
The roof of this building will be sup- 
ported by an open framework of reinforced 
concrete, with tapering girders cantilevered 
over the pools on one side and the sports 
hall on the other, It is visible on all four 
sides through glass walls.

EUSTON STATION 
RECONSTRUCTION PLANS 


The Great Hall of Euston Station is to 
be demolished. The consultants appointed 
by the L.C.C. to advise on the engineering 
and architectural aspects of the proposals 
of the British Transport Commission for 
the reconstruction of Euston Station have 
reported that it is not possible to produce 
a workable alternative scheme _ which 
would meet the requirements of the Lon- 
don Midland Region while preserving the 
Great Hall. 

That the retention of the hall has not 
proved practicable is regretted by the 
Council’s Town Planning Committee, but 
they are satisfied that every possible 
alternative has been examined and accept 
the advice of the consultants, who were 
Mr. J. E. G. Palmer, of Rendell, Palmer 
and Tritton, Mr. V. A. M. Robertson of 
Sir William Halcrow and Partners, and 
Mr. P. F. Shepheard of Bridgewater and 
Shepheard. 

The Committee’s view that the Doric 
Arch of the station could and should be 
removed from its present site and re- 
erected on another site is endorsed by 
the consultants, who feel that, ideally, it 
should stand astride one of the main 
pedestrian approaches to the station. 
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BEHIND THE SCENES ON 
THE M.1 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—Now that the London-Birmingham 
Motorway has been open for some time, 
several surprising facts have come to light. 
Who would have suspected that many of 
the sub-contractors who played such a vital 
part in its construction were nearly ruined? 
But they were. Of three sub-contractors 
who were engaged in bulk excavation, one 
lost £300,000 and the other two lost £60,000 
and £50,000 respectively. One of the bridge 
builders also lost over £300,200. 

The weather was undoubtedly the main 
cause of these alarming losses. Operating 
conditions were so atrocious that it often 
cost four or five times as much to shift 
one cubic yard of muck as had been quoted 
for. And when it is realised that one 
small sub-contractor alone shifted 1,750,000 
cu. yd. in less than nine months, the heavy 
losses do not require a great deal of figuring 
out. 

In the month of June, when working 
conditions should have been at their best, 
it was Only possible to work for 14 days. 
Owing to lack of adequate drainage 
large sections of the embryonic motorway 
were flooded, and one had but to step out- 
side the site offices to be ankle deep in 
mud, thick glutinous mud. Blue clay and 
rocks which should not have been there, 
abounded. Dump trucks and motor scrapers 
were immobilised for days on end. Bull- 
dozers had their sumps smashed up on 
rocks, clutches were burned out and costly 
scraper tyres were ruined. But in spite of 
these unforeseen hazards, the _ sub- 
contractors pressed on and ensured that 
Britain’s first major highway from scratch 
since the Romans, was completed on 
schedule. 

However, a fat lot of thanks the sub- 
contractors got for their pains. No men- 
tion of their gallant efforts in the daily 
Press, no finacial reward for their hercu- 
lean efforts, not a finger lifted to mitigate 
their fantastic losses... 

Only the main contractor had access to 
the Ministry of Transport and any extra 
grants went into his own pocket. No doubt 
this was fair enough, for he had the sole 
responsibility for the entire gigantic pro- 
ject. But was it? For the fact remains 
that he did nothing to help the smaller 
firms who jumped into the breach, laid 
out thousands of pounds on extra plant 
and equipment so as to keep up to schedule, 
only to find that because of unfavourable 
weather and working conditions, they did 
not in many cases recover their capital ex- 
penditure. 

It has been suggested that the sub- 
contractors rushed in and slashed their 
quotations just to get in on the biggest 
road construction job for years. This is 
very definitely wrong. The rates paid for 
the muck shifting were higher than usual, 
and had the weather been kind good profits 
should have been made. 

Now, no contractor objects to double 
shifting his plant and making unprece- 
dented efforts to keep up to schedule when 
he will make a profit. But when he finds 
ruin staring him in the face at the end 
of it all, and neither the main contractor 
nor the Ministry of Transport is particularly 
interested in his plight, a certain amount 
of bitterness is inevitable. No doubt a 
few questions will be raised in the House 
of Commons in the near future.

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ITALIAN EXCAVATION METHOD TO BE 
USED ON HYDE PARK UNDERPASSES 


B= the trench for the Hyde 
Park Corner underpasses is cut, 
reinforced concrete retaining walls will 
be constructed by the Italian ICOS- 
Veder process over an area of 168,000 
sq. ft. 


Details of this process, to be used for 
the first time in this country, were recently 
released by the contractors for the £3m. 
Hyde Park Corner-Marble Arch Improve- 
ment Scheme, Cubitts-Fitzpatrick-Shand. 

The method involves the excavation of a 
20in. wide trench to the depth of the re- 
taining wall—in this case generally 40ft. 
and in parts 50ft. Four special grabs from 
Italy will be used for this operation. 

The sides of the trench are stabilised 
during excavation with a specially prepared 
Bentonite suspension. This will require be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,500 tons of materials. 
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Bentonite is a type of clay used by oil well 
drillers because of its properties in stabilis- 
ing deep borings. 

Reinforcement and concrete are placed 
in exactly the same way as for underwater 
construction, i.e., the reinforcement is 
placed into the Bentonite-filled trench, and 
the concrete is deposited through a Tremie 
pipe. The Bentonite suspension, displaced 
by the concrete, flows into adjoining sec- 
tions of the trench where excavation is in 
progress and is thus re-used. 

Excavation for the underpass will follow 
the completion of sections of the ICOS 
retaining walls, and steel struts will be in- 
serted as excavation proceeds. These struts 
will be positioned at carefully selected 
levels to give the minimum interference 
with following construction and preloaded 
to ensure that there is no movement of 
the ground. 
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The ICOS-Veder method.—After the excavation, steel reinforcement is placed while 
the trench is held open by Bentonite. Concrete is then poured from bottom upward 


MODULAR CO-ORDINATION—FIFTEEN COUNTRIES 


MEET IN 


BUILDING experts from 15 countries 

who for the past six years have 
been studying modular co-ordination 
that is co-ordination of dimensions in 
building—under the auspices of the 
European Productivity Agency (E.P.A.), 
met recently at British Standards House 
in London to wind up their work and 
discuss plans for the future. 

The 15 countries taking part in this 
E.P.A. project published their first report 
(which contained data and experience from 
each of the participating countries) in 
1956. At the recent meeting, delegates 
examined the second and final report 
covering phase two of the E.P.A. exercise 
which involved the construction of experi- 
mental buildings to test the theories of 
modular dimensional co-ordination in 
actual practice, 

This report, shortly to be published, 
re-affirms that substantial advantages in

the building industry and for international 
trade in building components would be 
achieved if a general system of dimensional 
co-ordination in building could be rapidly 
introduced. 


New Study 


Although the E.P.A. project is now 
formally completed, the group of experts 
participating have decided to continue and 
follow up this important work by con- 
stituting themselves as an international 
study group for dimensional and modular 
co-ordination in building. Their future 
programme will be carried out in close 
collaboration with other international 
organisations and also with bodies such as 
the Modular Society in this country whose 
pioneer work was commended by the 
delegates. 

In addition to their meetings in London, 
delegates visited the Building Research 
Station at Garston and the new B.S.I. 


Group 
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Cranes will lower specially adapted 
10RB excavators with shortened jibs into 
the underpass excavations to loosen the 
stiff London clay, which will then be re- 
moved by grabbing cranes at road level. 


Plant and Equipment 


A labour force of over 300 will work on 
the 28-month contract which, in addition 
to the underpasses includes a wide dual 
roadway the length of Park Lane, and new 
traffic circuses at Hyde Park Corner and 
Marble Arch. 

To maintain work with the minimum of 
traffic delays the contractors will control 
operations from a single-storey central 
office block in Hyde Park, where over 40 
project staff will work as an independent 
and fully integrated contract organisation. 

A large fleet of mobile compressors and 
compressed air equipment will break up 
12,000 cu. yd. of existing roadway, and ex- 
cavators, draglines, face shovels, loading 
shovels, trenchers and grabs will excavate 
an estimated 240,000 cu. yd. of earth, and 
170,000 cu. yd. will be carted away to tip 
at a rate of up to 300 lorry loads a day. 
A fleet of 80 trucks will be used. 

Nearly 100,000 cu. yd. of reinforced 
concrete will be used, including 40,000 cu. 
yd. on the Hyde Park Corner underpass. A 
central mixing plant 50ft. high will pro- 
duce some 6.500 cu. yd. of concrete a 
month at the peak period. This will be 2 
Road Machines plant incorporating a 
Swedish Feimert 1500 turbo mixer. The 
plant will be loaded by Weatherill high 
discharge shovels, and a fleet of 4-ton Blaw 
Knox high discharge truck mixers will dis- 
tribute concrete to all parts of the site. 

A total of 20,000 sq. yd. of temporary 
roadways will be constructed. Temporary 
underground station entrances will replace 
existing structures until the underpass is 
completed, when new entrances will be 
opened. 

Some 73,000 sq. yd. of new 12in. thick 
reinforced concrete roadway will be laid, 
together with 88,000 sq. yd. of asphalt and 
tarmacadam. There will be 41,000 sq. yd. 
of footways, stone paved or asphalted. 

Plant to be used will also include: a 
30RB crane and grab, a 605 NCK crane 
and grab with 70ft. jib, two mobile Neal 
4-ton cranes, one 10-ton electric derrick, 
two Traxcavators, six small excavators of 
various type and a substantial fleet of 
dumpers.

RECORD YEAR FOR 
TAYLOR WOODROW 


TURNOVER of £29.5m. for the 

Taylor Woodrow Group was 
reported by Mr. Frank Taylor, chair- 
man, in his 25th annual review circu- 
lated to shareholders with the directors’ 
report and statement of accounts for 
1959. The turnover, which does not 
include associated companies, com- 
pared with £27m. for 1958, and the 
profits, a record, were £702,812 (1958, 
£573,761). 

On overseas contracting, Mr. Taylor 
comments: “Foreign employers are asking 
for longer periods of credit at lower and 
lower interest rates, There is at the 
moment in various parts of the world a 
battle to see who can lend the most 
money On contracts and carry out the 


work regardless of financial losses in- 
curred,” 
Many of the conditions of contracts 


were most unfair and indeed disastrous. 
Mr. Taylor said the Export Group for the 
Constructional Industries, in  collabora- 
tion with the Association of Consulting 
Engineers, had prepared a special form of 
contract which it was felt would resolve 
many of the difficulties. 


United Kingdom Competition 


On competition in the United Kingdom, 
Mr. Taylor said: “In every case where 
tenders are called for, it would appear that 
one or two contractors are going in at 
figures well below actual cost. 

“This is unsatisfactory because a con- 
tractor is bound to produce work accord- 
ing to the specification and up to the 
quality required. Therefore, he is en- 
titled to have a fair price to cover the 
actual cost and a reasonable reward for 
his labour and ‘know-how’,.” 

Referring to atomic power station con- 
struction, Mr. Taylor said: “So far, many 
big companies are finding atomic work 
unprofitable. The prices for the first 
atomic stations were too low. We hope 
later tenders will be sensible and permit 
a reasonable profit.” 


House-building Land 


In his review Mr, Taylor also stated 
that the shortage of good land was be- 
coming serious. Extremely high prices 
were usually demanded when such land 
was available and it was difficult for the 
firm to produce first-class, well planned 
homes for sale at reasonable prices. 

As well as increasing the prices and 
reducing house sizes, the shortage of land 
also made for bad planning and un- 
economic building. 

To mark the 25th anniversary of Taylor 
Woodrow’s formation as a public company 
in 1935, the review to shareholders is 
accompanied by a 76-page Silver Jubilee 
pictorial history of the firm from the time 
when the chairman built his first two 
houses in Blackpool in 1921, 


REMOVING A BOTTLENECK 
IN NOTTINGHAM 


A railway bridge which has long been 
the cause of serious traffic congestion in 
London Road, Nottingham, is to be 
modernised. The Minister of Transport 
has made a grant of £190,000 towards the 
total cost of the scheme, which will be 
about £254,000. 

The bridge is to be widened to accom- 
modate a 48ft. carriageway with two foot- 
ways, one 6ft. and the other 12ft. wide. 
The improvement will extend over 500yd. 
At the same time one span of the bridge, 
which is weak, is to be reconstructed. 
Work is expected to start in September. 
It will be carried out partly by contract 
and partly by direct labour.

BUILT AT FINSBURY PARK 


Te first railway depot to be built 
in this country specially for the 
maintenance of diesel main line loco- 
motives was brought into operation 
recently at Finsbury Park, by the 
Eastern Region of British Railways. 
Erected to the west of the Great 
Northern Line on the site of the Clarence 
Yard goods depot, just south of Finsbury 
Park Station, the depot cost about £300,000. 
When working to full capacity, it will 
maintain about 152 diesel locomotives and 
31 shunters, ranging from 350-h.p. to the 
3,300-h.p. Deltic main line units. 





The principal building is the mainten- 
ance shed. This has been so designed to 
obviate the need for internal roof supports 
and comprises a steel-framed structure with 
a single span of 111ft. 6in. and measuring 
18ft. 6in. from rail level to the eaves. The 
roof covering is double-skinned asbestos 
cement with glass fibre insulation and con- 
tinuous glazing. Sides consist of dwarf 
brick walls with full glazing over the re- 
mainder. The whole structure is carried 
on piles of which there are approximately 
400. 

Accommodation is provided in six main- 
tenance bays for a toal of 18 locomotives

VAUXHALL BRIDGE 
CROSSROADS IMPROVEMENT 


Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has made a grant of £106,000 to the 
London County Council towards the cost 
(£141,000) of carrying out improvements to 
the crossroads at the northern end of Vaux- 
hall Bridge. 


Each leg of the crossroads will have 
three approach traffic lanes and central 
guide islands, giving a width of about 30ft. 
through the signals for traffic in each direc- 
tion. A new link road will be made through 
Bessborough Gardens, in place of the pre- 
sent diagonal road, to simplify traffic light 
working. 


The work will be carried out by contract 
under the direction of the Council’s chief 
engineer, Mr. J. Rawlinson, C.B.E., M.Eng., 
M.I.C.E., M.I.Mun.E. 


T.C.P.A. STUDY TOUR 


The Town and Country Planning Asso- 
ciation, has arranged a two-week study tour 
of Scotland, Northern Ireland and Eire, 
from September 6-20. 


The tour includes a study of the Clyde 
Valley Region with special reference to 
Glasgow and the three new towns at East 
Kilbride, Glenrothes and Cumbernauld.

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at any one time. In the bays the rails are 
supported on piers to allow unrestricted 
space above the pits for the fitters to work 
on the underside of the locomotives. Per- 
manent working platforms of reinforced 
concrete at cab floor level will enable the 
workshop staff to reach easily the upper- 
most parts of the engine. 

Heating is by continuous radiant strips, 
supplied with high temperature water from 
an oil-fired automatic boiler, and ventila- 
tion is by means of Colt ventilators. To 
facilitate work being carried on even in the 
most inclement weather, jack-knife folding 
doors have been provided. 


The rail approach to the shed is from 
the north end and refuelling points to- 
gether with sanding facilities are situated 
on the approach lines. At the entrance a 
fixed five-ton jib crane has been installed 
to handle heavy stores and locomotive 
components. 


A two-storey building at the south end 
of the shed accommodates the workshops, 
offices, stores and staff amenities. Planned 
on a 3ft. 4in. module, it is a steel-framed 
structure, clad externally with aluminium- 
framed curtain walling. The floors are of 
reinforced concrete and the roof is of light 
metal decking. 


_ Internal partitions are demountable and 
timber-framed with facing panels of gal- 
vanised metal or varnished plywood. The 
majority of the services are concealed 
within the suspended ceiling. 


The boiler house is of brick construction 
and is carried on a reinforced concrete 
platform. It has a steel-framed clerestory 
and flat roof. The chimney is 55ft. high, 
of reinforced concrete, with an enlarged 
lower portion to house part of a future 
water softening installation. 

The design was carried out under the 
general direction of Mr. A. K. Terris, B.Sc., 
M.LC.E., chief civil engineer, Eastern 
Region, the design of all the buildings other 
than the actual maintenance depot being 
the responsibility of Mr. H. H. Powell, 
B.Arch., F.R.LB.A, 

The general contractors were George 
Wimpey and Co., Ltd., London. Holm- 
press Piles, Ltd., Hull, undertook the piling, 
and the steelwork was fabricated by Wright 
Anderson and Co., Ltd., Gateshead. 


3-TON INTERNAL HAMMER 


DRIVES PILES 


A group of engineers recently watched 
a 3-ton internal drop hammer driving piles 
to support the new concert hall to be 
constructed on the head of Boscombe 
pier, Hampshire. This is one of the first 
occasions when the particular type of 
pile being used, driven with an internal 
hammer, has been employed for a marine 
structure. 

The piles, 48ft. long, are being driven 
through sand, boulders and clay to an 
average penetration of 15ft. below sea-bed 
level.

Dr. Charles Holden, aged 85, the eminent 
architect.

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Talking of Safety 


TMOSPHERIC conditions are often 
blamed for site accidents, but the 
following incident shows how the state 
of the weather can indirectly lead to 
near-disaster. 

Early one February morning, a few years 
ago, I was asked to join in a discussion 
in the site office of a small contract in 
North London. The subject was to be 
“accident prevention ”’ and I was escorted 
across the frozen ground by Jack Baggs, 
the foreman-in-charge, towards a primitive 
tin hut where the discussion was already in 
progress. 

The extreme cold had brought all con- 
creting work temporarily to a standstill, 
and the only persons who appeared to be 
working were a few joiners crossly banging 
away at some formwork, and the teaboy 
who was doing a shuttle service between 
the tiny messroom and the office. Already 
inside the hut were Nobby, the chargehand 
ganger, and two other men who, presum- 
ably, held sufficiently influential positions 
to gain admission to Jack Baggs’ snuggery. 

For snuggery it was. As I put my head 
inside the doorway I instantly recoiled, for 
the heat leapt at me like a flame from a 
furnace, and it was some seconds before 
I was able to get back inside, with Baggs 
close behind, after which the door was 
immediately closed. There was no possible 
excuse for a quick getaway—or, at least, 
so I thought at the time. 

The men were sitting on forms around 
three sides of the hut. The forms were 
12in by 3in, planks resting on drums, and 
the hut was made from corrugated iron 
sheets fastened to a rough timber frame. 
In the centre of the hut stood an impro- 
vised iron stove constructed from an old 
oil drum and lined with bricks from a 
demolished chimney. A crazy pipe led 
most of the smoke and fumes out through 
the roof and provided a formidable draught 

considering the condition of the stove 
itself, which was emitting a sinister dull 


red glow.

magnificent. I hardly dared to ask where 
the fuel was coming from, although I 
couldn’t help remembering that the site 
backed up against the boundary wall of the 
gasworks. ... I took my seat beside Jack 
Baggs, and, sweating profusely, prepared to 
join the debate. 

It was a simple question: how could acci- 
dents be stopped? But before I had time 
to offer my contribution, I became aware 
of an insistent and pervading smell, above 
the pungent aroma of concentrated tobacco 
smoke. Oh no, it can’t be, I told myself. 
But it was quite unmistakable. I smelt 
petrol. Anxious not to start a panic I 
said quietly but intensely to Baggs: “Have 
you, by any chance, got some petrol in 
here?” 

“Yes, now you come to mention it, 
said Baggs, candidly. 

“How much?” I whispered hoarsely. 

He thought for a moment, the others 
appeared to be mildly interested. 

“ About eight gallons.” 

“Good God!” 

I stood up immediately, and so did the 
others, rather more in astonishment at my 
behaviour than out of politeness. I walked 
out of the door into Heaven’s pure sweet 
air and they all followed. I think they 
were simply curious to know what had 
come over me. When I was able to talk I 
said to Baggs: 

“You damn fool. You might all have 
been blown sky high—or at least roasted 
alive. Don’t you know that place is already 
half full of petrol vapour?” 

At my instigation Jack Baggs evacuated 
the area. This meant abandoning the mess- 
room for the time being, with all its 
amenities, and there was a certain amount 
of grumbling as the men gathered at the 
draughty southern extremity of the site. 
They soon discovered the reason for the 
emergency action, and from a cautious dis- 
tance the office chimney was closely 
watched with undisguised interest and ex- 
pectation, The people at the gasworks were 
warned and they immediately sent a small 
but exceedingly efficient firefighting crew 
to quench the raging inferno and also to 
remove the petrol—at my request—to their 
own store. I think we broke even on cost. 

I questioned Jack Baggs soon afterwards 
and learned that the petrol cans had been 
placed under the benches the night before

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—after the fire had nearly died out—and 
that he had simply forgotten about them. 
The plant for which they were needed was 
not working, and I can only imagine that 
he and his colleagues were too stupefied by 
the heat and smoke to realise the extent 
of the danger they were in.

INCREASE IN ROAD ROLLER 
DRIVERS’ WAGES 


Following an agreement between the 
Road Roller Owners’ Association and the 
National Union of Public Employees, the 
National Union of General and Municipal 
Workers, and the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, the undermentioned rates 
of pay and conditions came into force on 
April 4, 1960. 

This agreement applies to road roller drivers 
who are employed by firms engaged in road 
roller hire service and who are not already 
provided for by agreement negotiated by the 
Civil Engineering Construction Conciliation 
Board for Great Britain or the Joint Council 
for Local Authorities (non Trading Services) 
or the Joint Industrial Council for County 
Council Roadmen. 

Standard Minimum Rate of Wages—The 
standard minimum rate of wages to be 4s. 6d. 
per hour increased to 4s. 8d. when operating 
rollers of 5 tons and over. 

Greasing and Maintenance Time—To be paid 
at the rate of 4s. 6d. per hour for a minimum 
of one hour per day when a roller is working 
(Total six hours per week). 

Overtime—To be calculated on a daily basis, 
as follows: (a) Monday to Saturday inclusive 
(after normal working hours)—Time and a 
half; (b) Sunday—Double-time. 

Hours of Work—The recognised normal 
working week is one of 44 hours during the 
eight months March to October and 40 hours 
during the four “ winter” months November 
to February, commencing in November, 1960. 

Lodging Allowance—Where no living van 
is provided, a lodging allowance of £3 3s. per 
week shall be paid. 

Scarifying Bonus—When scarifying a bonus 
of 6d. per hour shall be paid. 

Nothing in this Agreement is to prejudice 
any higher rates or better conditions already 
being observed. 


CENTRE OF BURSLEM 
IMPROVEMENT 


A year ago the outcome of a “ face- 
lifting ” experiment initiated by the Civic 
Trust in Magdalen Street, Norwich attracted 
widespread interest. On May 13, at the 
centre of Burslem in Stoke-on-Trent, 
another co-operative venture in urban re- 
habilitation was completed. 

Plans for the layout of a garden and car 
park on the Old Market site adjoining 
Burslem Town Hall, and for the building 
of public conveniences, were already far 
advanced when the City Council sought 
the help of local traders and the guidance 
of the Civic Trust in giving a “ face-lift” 
to the surrounding property. 

The Trust made available the services of 
Mr. Misha Black, who was the co-ordinat- 
ing architect for the Norwich scheme, to 
produce a comprehensive design in colla- 
boration with the City Architect and the 
Reconstruction Officer. The Old Market 
site was amalgamated with that of the Town 
Hall, and its layout was integrated with a 
reform of traffic circulation and the recon- 
ditioning of commercial property.

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works had been closed in the south-west 
region; and what steps were being taken to 
re-open them to meet the heavy demand 
for bricks.

Sand and Gravel Extraction 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, Sir Keith Joseph, rejected a sugges- 
tion from Mr. Slater that, in view of the 
recognised need to deal with colliery slag- 
heaps and the action which had been taken 
in this respect, a circular should be sent 
to all local authorities drawing their atten- 
tion to the need for similar action in areas 
where sand and gravel was being extracted, 
in order to restore the land for other uses. 

Sir Keith said that local planning 
authorities realised the need to restore 
land worked for these minerals, and com- 
monly attached suitable conditions. The 
Department’s memorandum on “Control 
of Mineral Working,” a revised edition of 
which had been sent to planning authori- 
ties, gave advice on this. 


Fulham Hospital 


The Minister of Health, Mr. Derek 
Walker-Smith, told Mr. M. Stewart that 
while planning was in progress, it was too 
early to say when building work would 
begin on the reconstruction of Fulham 
Hospital. 

Mr. Stewart: Is the Minister aware that 
according to my information the plans for 
the new building have not yet been put 
before the governors of the hospital? Is 
he aware that in Fulham we have been 
very concerned over the fact that every 
time this subject is discussed the number of 
beds proposed for the new hospital seems 
to become smaller? We are anxious, there- 
fore, to know exactly what is the plan 
before the number shrinks any more. 

Mr. Walker-Smith: Plans in the technical 
sense do not exist as yet because the 
schedules of accommodation have not yet 
been fixed. We cannot have plans until we 
have the schedules of accommodation. | 
am convinced that in this matter of hos- 
pital building, the right thing is to get a 
clear definition of the schedules of accom- 
modation and adhere to it. That is the 


only way to speed up the procedure of 
hospital building. 


MATERIAL MIGHT REDUCE 
DETERGENT FOAM NUISANCE 


A new basic material might substantially 
reduce foam from detergents on rivers, 
canals and at sewage works. Tests so far 
suggest that this is likely, but more 
experiments are being made in an effort to 
produce conclusive results. 

The third progress report of the Stand- 
ing Technical Committee on Synthetic 
Detergents (H.M.S.O. price ls. 6d.) says 
that the new material has been tried out 
experimentally at Luton and Harpenden. 
The detergent manufacturers agreed to 
supply the area with detergents based on 
the alternative material from August 1, 
1958. From June that year, regular tests 
were carried out on sewage and effluent 
and a continuing photographic record kept 
of foam on the nearby River Lee.

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JCB 4 SUPERSEDES HYDRA-DIGGA/LOADALL 


Larger Bucket Capacities 


NEW multi-purpose hydraulic 

excavator has been introduced by 
J. ©. Bamford (Excavators), Ltd., 
Rocester, Staffs., to supersede the 
Hydra-Digga/Loadall. 


Known as the JCB 4, the machine has 
larger bucket capacities and a greater 
power output than its predecessor. The 
power unit consists of a Fordson Power 
Major diesel engine developing 51.8-h.p. 
at 1,600 r.p.m., with gear ratios as fol- 
lows: first gear 123:1; second 87.3:1; 
third 68.4:1; fourth 48.6:1; fifth 34.8:1; 
sixth 19.4:1; reverse—high 50.7:1, low 
91.1:1. The clutch consists of a 13in. 
diameter heavy duty single dry plate, and 
foot and hand control is used for the 
throttle. Power steering is fitted as 
standard, 

A stable A frame is incorporated with 
multi-position stabilisers allowing the 
machine to be positioned over undulating 
or sloping ground to provide a trench 
with vertical sides, independent of whether 
the ground level is on a horizontal plane

or not. This A frame is 16ft. wide avoid- 
ing risk of cave-in of the side walls on 
trenching or on bulk excavating. 

The machine operates with all wheels 
off the ground, positioning itself on the 
stabilisers by its own power. In the 
mobile position, with the A frame raised, 
ground clearance is 2lin., allowing move- 
ment over boggy ground. 

The power availability is derived 
initially from a new vane type pump with 
an output of 30 gallons per minute at 
1,650 p.s.i, and larger section, standard- 
ised, rams throughout the machine. For 
spares simplicity, six types of hydraulic 
ram seal only are used, with one size of 
ram, and the pump is fitted with a replace- 
able rotor cartridge. 

A twin ram Smoothmatic hydraulically 
cushioned rack and pinion alloy steel 
slewing gear is employed to provide slew- 
ing throughout the whole of the operating 
arc, The hydraulic system has been 
standardised to a point where only three 
different sizes of digger hose are required.

NEW ALUMINIUM 


ROOFING SYSTEM 


USED ON CORBY SCHOOL 


A NEW system of roofing in alu- 
minium sheet, which is an adapta- 
tion of the traditional method of 
applying standing seam roofing, has 
been used on the recently completed 


Beanfield Junior School at Corby, 
Northants. Known as the Alstrip 
system, it was developed in New 


Zealand and introduced into the U.K. 
last year by Verity and Gardner, Ltd., 
Northampton. The material used is 
22 S.W.G., Noral 2S4H aluminium alloy 
sheet, supplied by Northern Aluminium 
Co., Ltd., Banbury. 

The feature of this system is that the 
aluminium is transported to the site in 
18in. wide coils, each weighing about 
450lb. The metal is formed from these 
coils by a mobile machine into 14in. wide 
trays of the length required for a particular 
roof, or part of a roof. 

Each tray forms a continuous strip from 


the ridge to the gutter, or gutter to gutter, 
of the building and as each tray is laid 
it is secured to the roof decking by special 
clips. The next tray is then laid and the 
edges of the two trays are double welted 
together by special machines to form a 
watertight joint. The trays can be laid 
very speedily, there are no horizontal lap 
joints, the surface of the roof is free from 
visible fixings, and expansion and contrac- 
tion can take place. 


The roof needs a minimum pitch of only 
2in. in 10ft. and this, coupled with the 
fact that uninterrupted tray of up to 45ft. 
long can be obtained, makes the system 
suitable for low-pitch gable and lean-to 
roofs, 

The school was constructed for North- 
amptonshire County Education Com- 
mittee to the design of the county archi- 
tect, Mr. A. N. Harris, F.R.IL.B.A. The 
main contractors were Drabble Construc- 
tion, Ltd., Wellingborough, Northants. 
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is aproximately 2.5:1, and the front axle 
has been given a certified rating of 70 
tons, 

Combined with the complete restyling 
of the power unit cowling, a large cab 
with all-round visibility has been pro- 
vided. Of 160 cu. ft. capacity, the cab 
can accommodate a total of five people, 
allowing site to site transport of this 
number without an additional vehicle. 

The design of the JCB Hydra-Chassis, 
which contains 45 gallons of hydraulic oil, 
gives adequate cooling without the neces- 
sity for auxiliary fan cooling. Combined 
with this is the JCB Filtro-matic filter 
which incorporates a filtration area of 
4,800 sq. in. 

Used as an excavator, the JCB 4 has 
a depth of dig of 13ft. (with extension 
16ft.) and a reach of 19ft. (with extension 
22ft), with a slewing are of 180 
degrees. The discharge height is 10ft. 6in. 
(with extension 12ft. 7in.), and the tear 
out force is 22,000lb. An output of up 
to 77 cu. yd, per hour is claimed for the 
equipment. 

As a face shovel the loading height is 
13ft. 9in. with a maximum bucket-tipped 
clearance of 10ft. 6in. 

Fully raised, the height of front end 
loader is 14ft. 8in., and the maximum 
dump height is 8ft. 6in. The lifting capa- 
city is 4,480Ib. and the tear out force is 
10,340lb. Maximum forward reach is 
3ft. 6in., forward reach at maximum height, 
2ft. 6in., and angle of dump at full height, 
40 degrees. The angle of crowd is 20 
degrees. 

A feature of the machine is the multi- 
purpose bucket, which performs the three 
functions of backacter, face shovel and 
square holer, achieved without the neces- 
sity of alterations to the machine other 
than reversing the operating direction of 
the bucket. 

The sizes of all buckets have been in- 
creased by 30 per cent., and the range of 
equipments available for use include 
buckets from the 8in. taper ejector type 
to 6ft. skimming buckets; a _ stepped 
bucket for such purposes as laying cables 
of different diameters; rooter tooth; scari- 
fier; 1-ton jib crane; bulldozer blade; and 
ditching buckets and blades.

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KARIBA— THE ZAMBESI IN HARNESS 
Inauguration of First Stage of £119m. Project 


ys first stage of one of the greatest 
civil engineering achievements in 
the British Commonwealth—the Kariba 
Hydro-Electric Project in the Federa- 
tion of Rhodesia and Nyasaland—was 
officially inaugurated on Tuesday by 
Queen Elizabeth the Queen Mother. 

This vast scheme, made possible by inter- 
national finance, will eventually cost about 
£119.4m. That it has been accomplished in 
a country of great potential but as yet com- 
paratively limited wealth is a tribute to the 
foresight, ambition and tenacity of its 
authors. 

The power generated at Kariba will be 
more than three times that of all existing 
power stations in Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
combined, and will be sufficient to meet all 
the foreseeable industrial expansion in the 
country, rapid though this may be. 

In statistical terms, the first stage of 
the scheme has entailed the construction of 
a gigantic pure arch dam, 420ft. above the 
river bed and containing 1,275,000 cu. yd. 
of concrete, an extensive underground 
power station hewn out of the rock on the 
right bank, a 1,300ft. long diversion tunnel, 
complete townships for 1,500 Europeans 
and 8,500 Africans, and 150 miles of access 
roads. The ultimate installed capacity will 
be at least 1,500-MW, with a mean head of 
310ft., and annual output is estimated at 
8,500,000,000-k Wh. 


Power Demand 


The rate of industrial expansion in the 
Federation has been among the most rapid 
in the world in the post-war years. National 
income increased by nearly 27 per cent., 
between 1954 and 1958, and the rate of 
investment—43 per cent. of the gross 
national product in 1957—was maintained 
in 1958 at the very high level of 36 pe: 
cent. in spite of the low world price of 
copper, the Federation’s main export, in 
1957 and 1958. 

Expansion generally, and development of 
the copperbelt in Northern Rhodesia is 
expected to increase at least at the present 
rate, is of course dependent on ample power 
resources. Electricity consumption in 
Northern and Southern Rhodesia, which 
was 1,800,000,000-kWh in 1954, is likely to 
reach 7,200,000,000 by 1970. 

Before Kariba, electric power in the Fede- 
ration had been mainly generated by 
thermal stations using coal from the 
Wankie coalfield in Southern Rhodesia. In 
the early 1950s, the difficulties of trans- 
porting sufficient coal by rail over the 
single line from Wankie to the copperbelt, 
and to other industrial centres, led to 
serious power shortages. In 1954, the 
Government decided on a far-reaching 
change of policy, in that future electricity 
development should depend on _ hydro- 
electric power which would, besides other 
advantages, ultimately be the cheapest 
source. 

Two sites for hydro-electric production 
had been under consideration: one on the 
Kafue river and the other on the Zambesi 
at Kariba Gorge, 170 miles from Salisbury. 
Kariba had been surveyed by British and 
Rhodesian engineers, and in early 1955 the 
Government decided to proceed first with 
the scheme there, following a recommenda- 
tion by M. André Coyne, the eminent 
French consulting engineer. In comparison 
with the expansion of thermal power 
Stations, it was estimated that the Kariba 
project would show a cumulative saving 
of £32m. by 1971, and thereafter an annual 
saving of £10m. 


In June, 1955, the Federal Hydro- 
Electric Board, which later became the 
Federal Power Board, announced the 
appointment of Gibb, Coyne Sogei 
(Kariba) (Pvt.), Ltd., as civil engineering 
consultants for the first stage; this is a con- 


sortium of Sir Alexander Gibb and Part- 
ners, London, André Coyne and Jean 
Bellier, and the Société Générale d’Exploita- 
tions Industrielles. The London firm of 
Merz and McLellan was later appointed as 
mechanical and electrical engineers. 


Finance 


Of the total cost of £119.4m., £79.4m. 
will be required for the first stage; recent 
reports suggest that the cost of stage one 
is likely to be about £6m. below the esti- 
mate. 

Finance for the project has come from 
a variety of sources, providing a notable 
example of international co-operation in 
financing economic development. The 
largest single loan was one of $80m. 
(£28.6m.) from the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development (IBRD) in 
June, 1956, to cover the foreign exchange 
costs of the first stage. At the time this 
was the largest loan made by the IBRD in 
Africa, and the largest it had ever made for 
a single project. 

The United Kingdom made available for 
the loan £10m. from its sterling subscription 
to the capital of IBRDand, together with the 
Federal Government, guaranteed the loan. 
The Federal Power Board arranged further 
long term loans as follows: £15m. from the 
United Kingdom Colonial Development 
Corporation, £3m. from the United King- 


dom Commonwealth Development Finance 
Company, and up to £34m. from the 
Federal] Government. Loans amounting to 
£28m. were agreed between the Federal 
Government and several African companies 
and banks. 

The Federal Government agreed to lend 
a further sum up to £6m., if this should 
be required. In addition to making loans, 
the copper-mining industry of Northern 
Rhodesia will accept a surcharge on 
energy supplied to it from Kariba between 
1961 and 1967, yielding a further £10m. 
Altogether 77 per cent. of the finance for 
the first stage of the project will come 
from Commonwealth sources. 

The Federal Power Board has under- 
taken to finance the cost of the second 
stage, estimated at £40m., from revenues, 
loans and other sources. 


Pure Arch Dam 


The flow of the river at Kariba varied 
on average between 16,000 cusecs in the 
dry season and 200,000 in the wet season, 
which falls between December and June, 
with maxima of the order of 300,000 cusecs 
over short periods. It was fortunate that 
the topography of the land upstream from 
Kariba constituted an enormous natural 
basin, as this large seasonal variation, com- 
bined with the need to make full use of all 
available water for power production at an 
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Section through machine and transformer halls, intakes and outlets 


even rate throughout the year, made very 
large storage capacity essential. 

The site of the dam is 24 miles down- 
stream from the entrance to the gorge, 
where there was sound rock at river-bed 
level. The dam wall, 420ft. in height, from 
the river bed to the roadway across the 
top, is flooding the Gwembe Valley to 
create the largest man-made lake in the 
world, 

From the gorge it will extend some 175 
miles upstream with a maximum width of 
20 miles, an average width of 12 miles and 
a maximum depth of 390ft. The total 
quantity of water stored will amount to 
149,000,000 acre-ft. 

A pure arch design, constructed in mass 
concrete, was chosen as the most econom- 
ical and as the one that could be built most 
quickly, Its maximum thickness at the base 
is 80ft. compared with the 280ft. which 
would have been required at the base of a 
gravity dam. 

The dam contains about 1,275,000 cu. yd. 
of concrete, placed in approximately 34 
years, During the two years of working at 
peak output an average of 50,000 cu. yd. of 
concrete a month—or 3,100 tons a day— 
was placed. 

Water is spilled through six rectangular 
openings in the dam wall, each 30ft. wide 
by 3lft. high, with sill level at about 92ft. 
below normal top water level, and con- 
trolled by free roller gates. The spillway is 


designed to pass up to 336,000 cusecs—an 
unlikely occurrence; the discharge falls 
freely some 200ft. in the form of a jet, 
landing 300ft. horizontally away from the 
base of the dam. Foundations are protected 
by a concrete apron, 

Despite the seasonal variations, the lake 
will provide a very high degree of regu- 
lation; of the total flow of the river 85 per 
cent. will be available for generating power, 
9 per cent, will be lost by evaporation and 
only 6 per cent. will be lost over the spill- 
way. So, from a river whose normal flow 
varies between 15,000 and 200,000 cu. ft. 
per second it will be possible to draw con- 
tinuously 39,000 cu. ft. per second, equiva- 
lent in terms of electrical energy to 
8,180,000,000-kWh a year. 


Power Stations 


After investigation, it was decided to 
follow recent practice and construct the 
power stations underground, inside the 
rock walls of the gorge. This decision, like 
others, was made on economic grounds, 
for the narrowness of the gorge down- 
stream from the dam and the depth of the 
tail waters during floods would have made 
the construction of surface power stations 
a difficult and expensive operation. 

The first power station, in the right bank, 
is 468ft. long, 75ft. wide and 132ft, high 
from the machine hall floor to the roof. 
It is designed to accommodate six 140,000

b.h.p. vertical shaft Francis turbines each 
driving a 100-MW alternator. Two 200-ton 
gantry cranes are installed in the power 
house to handle the 380-ton rotors of each 
alternator. 

The station is sited immediately up. 
stream of the dam abutment, an unusual 
arrangement involving some complications 
in design. Intakes and draft tubes, for 
instance, are on the same side of the 
machines, and the underground works are 
subjected to pressures due to the reservoir 
above, 

Main transformers are housed in another 
cavern carved out of the rock adjacent to 
the machine hall. The switchyard and 
control room are on the surface, 600ft. 
vertically above the power station, from 
which the main cables are conducted by 
vertical shaft. Another access shaft con- 
tains passenger-carrying lifts. Access to 
the station for heavy machinery is by a 
tunnel adit driven from a point near the 
river bank. 

There will eventually be six intakes, 
one for each machine, set in the sloping 
face of the gorge, but in order to operate 
two machines at an early date before the 
water rises to its final level, two temporary 
low-level intakes have also been con- 
structed. These will later be sealed off. 

The permanent intakes lead by short 
horizontal tunnels into vertical shafts, of 
which the upper parts are lined with con- 
crete and the lower, of reduced diameter, 
with steel. Radial intake gates are set in 
the junction between the horizontal intake 
tunnels and the vertical shafts. The gates 
are operated from a platform, 16ft. above 
normal top water level. 


Discharge is by three tailrace pressure 
tunnels provided with surge chambers. The 
tunnels are of horseshoe section having an 
equivalent diameter of 34ft., and are un- 
lined for most of their length. 

A second power station will be located 
on the left bank of the river, in the second 
stage of the scheme. This will be similar 
in all respects to the first. It is intended to 
install a further six machines in the second 
station, making a total installed capacity 
of 1,500-MW. 

The transmission system provides lines 
running from Kariba northwards to Kitwe, 
for the copperbelt, and southwards to 
Umniati and Norton. Another line con- 
necting Umniati and Norton continues 
north-east to Salisbury and south-west to 
Bulawayo. The total length of these lines 
is 890 miles. The conductors are of steel 
cored aluminium, and there are two con- 
ductors per phase and two earth wires. 


Contracts Awarded 


The Federal Government announced its 
intention of undertaking the Kariba project 
in March, 1955, and in view of the short- 
age of power predicted for the copperbelt 
by the early 1960s, the first contracts for 
the preliminary work were placed in June 
of that year, before arrangements for 
financing the scheme had been completed. 

United Kingdom firms did most of the 
preliminary work required before the main 
construction work could begin. Cementa- 
tion Co., Ltd., and John Laing and Son 
(Rhodesia), Ltd., built the north bank coffer- 
dam, the diversion tunnel and channel, rail- 
way sidings, access roads and other works 
at a total cost of £2.2m., and Richard 
Costain (Southern Rhodesia), Ltd., built a 
£3.5m. township for workers on the site. 

The site, being in a wild and inaccessible 
region, was without communications or ser- 
vices of any kind. The pioneer work 
carried out by Cementation and John Laing 
included over 100 miles of access roads, a 
4,900ft. airstrip and three large camps. 
The 40ft. high by 33ft. wide diversion 
tunnel was constructed through 1,300ft. of 
solid rock in the south bank of the river. 

In the same difficult conditions, Costains 
built a complete modern township to 
accommodate 10,000 people, the European 
and African staff and workers engaged on 
construction, and their families. In the 
townships are houses with electricity and 
water supply, shops, schools, over 10 miles 
of roads, banks, a church, court rooms, a 
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Main access tunnel—concrete lining at the junction with main 
air intake to transformer hall 


swimming bath, a power house and a hospi- 
tal. It was built in 16 months, eight months 
less than the time allowed by the schedule. 
Other preliminary works included the con- 
struction of a cableway, a footbridge and 
a road bridge over the river. 

The preparatory works at Kariba were 
described in an article in The Contract 
Journal of September 6, 1956. 

In July 1956, the main civil engineering 
work df construction of the dam and 
underground powerhouse at a cost of 
£25.3m. was let to a group of four Italian 
firms and their Rhodesian and South 
African subsidiaries, who formed a new 
company, Impresit Kariba (Pvt.), Ltd., for 


the purpose. British equipment worth 
£2m. is being used in this work. 
Firms from. several countries were 


awarded contracts, totalling some £56m., 
by the Federal Power Board for construc- 
tion work and the supply of equipment. 
The remaining £23m, of the estimated cost 
of the first stage is being spent on the 
resettlement of Africans removed from the 
Gwembe Valley area now being flooded 
behind the dam wall, the servicing of loans 
and administrative expenses. 

The erection of the 890 miles of 330-KV 
steel power transmission line at a cost of 
£9.9m. was undertaken by an accredited 
Rhodesian counterpart—Rhodesian Power 
Lines (Pvt.), Ltd.—-of another Italian firm, 
Societa Anonima Elettrificazione. for this 
contract, about £4m. of British equipment 
is bzing used, notably toughened glass in- 
sulators and steel-cored aluminium con- 
ductors. About £20m. of the £35m. worth 
of contracts awarded to Italian firms is 
being spent on labour and materials in the 
Federation. 

United Kingdom firms are supplying 90 
per cent. of the equipment for the power 
plant and 74 per cent. of the equipment for 
the transmission system. 


Method 


As a result of the restricted space and 
the enormously high wet season discharge. 
the most critical and most difficult part of 
the scheme was the diversion of the river 
to permit the construction of the founda- 
tions and lower part of the dam in the 
river bed. To achieve this, a phased pro- 
gramme was evolved, as follows: 

Low water seasons, 1955 and 1956. 
A thin circular arch concrete cofferdam 
was constructed on the left flank of 
the dam, while allowing the river to flow 
through its natural channel. A diversion 
channel was excavated, running through 
this cofferdam area and back to the river. 
The cofferdam prevented any flow in this 
channel until it was required. 

During the same period the diversion 
tunnel was constructed in the right bank. 

High water season, 1956-7.—The flank-

ing sections of the main dam _ was 
constructed during this period—the right 
flank above the flood water level and the 
left flank within the area enclosed by the 
concrete arch cofferdam. This left section 
contained four temporary openings, 
each 25ft. wide and 88ft. high, on the line 
of the diversion channel, to be used to 
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by-pass a part of the flow in the river 
during the next stage of diversion. 

Low water season, 1957.—With the fall 
of the river, the cofferdam on the left flank 
was to be demolished where it crossed the 
diversion channel, allowing the water to 
flow through the temporary openings in the 
dam wall. A _ rockfill cofferdam, con- 
structed across the main river channel 
immediately downstream of the dam site 
prevented any flow of the river in the 
main construction area. All the water 
was passed through the diversion 
channel and the diversion tunnel. 

In the still water, work was started on 
the foundations of two concrete arch coffer_ 
dams across the main river channel, en- 
closing the site for the foundations of the 
main dam wall. The cofferdams were to 
be raised to a height sufficient to allow the 
construction in the river bed of the main 
dam “with only slight risk of flooding.” 

Low water season, 1958—While con- 
struction of the main dam continued, water 
was impounded in the reservoir. During 
this dry season, the temporary openings 
in the dam and diversion channel 
were plugged by dropping concrete 
bulkhead gates into prepared grooves to 
cut off the flow of water and allow perma- 
nent plugs to be constructed in the dry. 

Construction of the dam was con- 
tinued while the reservoir was filling, and 
was completed in June, 1959. 

While the main dam was being built, 
work proceeded on the right bank power 
station. With its intakes penstocks, tail 
race and access tunnels, this was to in- 
volve 755,000 cu. yd. of excavation and the 
pouring of 190,000 cu yd. of concrete. All

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the excavation and all the work necessary 
to permit the commencement of erection 
of the first two turbines was scheduled 
for completion by February, 1958. 


The First Phase 


A year before the main contracts were 
let, Cementation were taking advantage of 
the dry season and consequent low river 
level to lay the foundations of the left 
flank cofferdam. Impresit took over in the 
late summer of 1956. 

Within a few months of the take-over the 
Zambesi was to make its first revolt against 
the scheme. Work on the first blocks of 
the main wall inside the cofferdam was 
delayed, when floods topped the dam. 
Although the delay to that part of the work 
was estimated at about six weeks, Impresit 
were soon back on schedule and the main 
wall blocks began visibly to rise.

The excellent progress made was spec- 
tacularly demonstrated on July 6, 1957, 
when the walls on the north bank coffer- 
dam were shattered to let the Zambesi 
through. A total of 7,500lb, of gelignite 
was set off by 440 detonators at 15 milli- 
second delays and blew 2,500 cu. yd. of 
reinforced concrete, weighing 6,000 tons, 
into fragments too small to block the open- 
ings left in the main dam foundations, 


By completing, four days ahead of 
schedule, the first part of the main dam wall 
inside the north bank cofferdam, and the 
first part of the main cofferdam, Impresit 
had qualified for a bonus of £100,000. 


As planned, the water passed through the 
openings and on the south bank jetted 
through the 3,470ft. diversion tunnel exca- 
vated by Cementation as part of their pre- 
liminary works contract. 

Soon after Impresit took over the site 
in 1956, an explosion accidentally breached 
the wall of concrete protecting the down- 
stream end of the tunnel. Ten million 
gallons of water flooded in. The damage 
was repaired at a cost of £20,000, but a few 
weeks later the tunnel was flooded again. 
this time by an unexpected surge in the 
river level. It was decided to let the river 
have its way; the ends of the tunnel were 
cleanly blasted out and flood water allowed 
to roar down it, by-passing the actual work- 
ing site. 

Now that the river was flowing through 
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its new channel, the water in the old bed 
was stilled by the dumping of waste from 
the road bridge to form a rockfill coffer- 
dam, and work began on building the vital 
second stage circular cofferdam in the 80ft. 
deep still water. 

For this, interlocking steel piles were 
driven in the 6ft. of silt at the bed of the 
river, forming 20ft. square steel boxes, 1@ 
on the upstream curve and seven on the 
downstream curve. The sand and silt was 
then sucked up by sludge pump, coarse 
aggregate, 2in, to 6in. in size dumped in the 
steel boxes, and cement and sand forced up 
through the aggregate at a pressure of 
140lb. per sq. in, from pipes placed in 
position beforehand. This process, “col- 
grouting,” was handled under sub-contract 
to Impresit, by Cementation. The most 
difficult part was grouting seams of com- 
pacted sand between the large boulders 
which formed the 
bed of the river to 
ensure firm founda- 
tions, 


Five months after 
work started on the 
circular cofferdam 
the structure was 
complete and pumps 
gradually emptied the 
water and silt out of 
it. Work then began 
on further blocks of 
the main wall. 


The Great Flood 


But the Zambesi 
was to strike again. 
In March, 1958, the 
river rose to an un- 
precedented level, 
described as possible 
only once in 10,000 
years. It succeeded 
in topping the coffer- 
dam and swept down 
the gorge with such 
ferocity that severe 
damage was caused 
to the suspension 
footbridge and the 
road bridge was com- 
pletely swept away. 


One of the most 
outstanding achieve- 
ments of the project 
was the way in which 
work was brought 
back on_ schedule 
following this 
calamity, 


The first task, 
when the floods had 
subsided, was to pump the water, mud and 
silt from the cofferdam so that work could 
proceed on the main dam wall. This done, 
the rate of concrete placing was stepped 
up, so that by the end of June, 1958. 
303,000 cu. yd. of concrete had been poured 
into the dam, the large capacity buckets 
shuttling rapidly backwards and forwards 
from the mixing plant, suspended from 
Blondin cables. 

A record figure of 105,000 cu. yd. of 
concrete was placed in July, and one third 
of the total concreting was completed in 
November. 

A new suspension bridge was designed, 
constructed and erected in 20 weeks by 
Dorman Long (Africa), Ltd., in conjunc- 
tion with the consulting engineers, Gibb, 
Coyne Sogei (Kariba) (Pvt.), Ltd. 


The Lake Rises 


On November 24, 1958, a landmark in 
Kariba progress was reached when the 
four temporary openings in the wall were 
ready for final closure. Rockfill and fine 
materials were tipped into the river against 
steel screens on the upstream side of the 
openings nearest the north bank. The 
openings nearest the bank were then com- 
pletely sealed and the flow of water 
stopped. 

Final sealing commenced on December 
2, 1958, causing the river to rise and the 
lake to begin to fill. Two blocks of the 
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dam wall reached their full height in 
January, 1959, and completion of the other 
blocks followed rapidly. 


On February 5, 1959, the first compen. 
sation water pipe was closed and an 
adjacent one opened and throttled to a 
diameter of 34ft. so as to permit the agreed 
minimum flow. This operation was known 
as “operation bathplug.” A large rein- 
forced concrete ball, weighing 23 tons, was 
suspended from the Blondin cableway and 
drawn securely into the conpensation water 
pipe. 

Under an agreement with the Portuguese 
authorities—through whose territory the 
Zambesi runs from Feira, some 150 miles 
beyond Kariba, to its mouth—10,000 cusecs 
were to be allowed past the wall. But with 
their co-operation, during the first six 
months of 1959, this flow was restricted 
to allow the contractors to carry out import. 
ant work below the dam wall and to clear 
the river bed of flood debris. 


In order to bring the flow back up to 
the agreed level, 12 compensation holes 
were blasted open early in July, 1959, and 
the existing hole was closed by another 
“bathplug” operation. In the following 
months these compensation holes were pro- 
gressively stopped as the water began to 
flow through the turbines of the power 
house, 

The dam, with its 2,500,000 tons of con- 
crete, was completed 10 months ahead of 
schedule, 

The area now being submerged by the 
Kariba Lake, the Gwembe Valley, was 
formerly occupied by 50,000 Africans of the 
Tonga tribe. They are being given indi- 
vidual] and tribal compensation, and have 
been moved to nearby areas selected by 
agricultural officers as suitable for settle- 
ment. Transport for the actual move was 
provided free, and water supplies are being 
provided where necessary. 


When the scheme was first decided upon, 
it was explained to the inhabitants of the 
valley by administrative officers and was 
agreed to by their chiefs. The move was 
accomplished smoothly except for one 
serious incident resulting in fatal casualties. 
when Officials of the native authority met 
with resistance from tribesmen armed with 
spears, and had to call for police rein- 
forcements. 


During the flooding, great efforts were 
made to rescue the wild animals trapped 
on islands of higher land, and move them 
to safety. Rangers of the Game Depart- 
ments of the Northern and Southern 
Rhodesian Governments patrolled the river 
in boats, driving the animals to higher land 
where possible, or netting them and carry- 
ing them to safety. 


Transmission Lines 


While work was proceeding on the dam 
and turbine halls, bush and forest north 
and south from the site was being scored 
by rigid straight tracks—the routes of 
the 890 miles of transmission lines to 
serve the copper mines of the north and 
the growing industries of the south. 


This job was started at the end of 1955 
and continued for the next four years. 
First engineers travelled over the approxi- 
mate route of the line by foot and by 
Land-Rover. Then, drawing their own 
maps of the often sparsely populated 
countryside as they went, they took 
another survey from the air. They were 
followed by teams, faced with the task of 
clearing a 4ft. wide passage up hill and 
down dale, fording rivers and climbing 
small mountains, planting wooden pegs to 
site the pylons as they went. 


Working through ordinary mopani 
bush, the teams usually managed to cut 
10 miles of path in the course of a week, 
but every so often, particularly near the 
Zambesi, they struck wide patches of 
dense thorn bush. In these conditions, 
progress was cut to two or three miles a 
week. 

Behind the survey teams came the con- 
tractors, following the 4ft. paths and 
because of the danger to the transmission

lines from bush fires, widening the paths 
into 260ft. wide corridors. Down the 
middle of these, construction gangs 
erected. the 3,600 115ft. steel pylons and 
rigged the aluminium cables. 


Materials and Equipment 


Nearly 600,000 tons of all kinds of 
goods have been moved to the Kariba 
site. Of this total, about 480,000 tons 
or 80 per cent. were moved over the 
north access road and about 120,000 tons 
or 20 per cent. over the south access road. 

The biggest single item has been 
cement, consumption of which has 
amounted to about 430,000 tons, with a 
peak of 140,000 tons in 1959. The whole 
of this cement was supplied within the 
Federation. 

Another important item was petroleum 
fuels, of which more than half was diesel 
oil. The quantities required amounted 
to rather more than 10,000,000 gallons, 
that is about 50,000 tons in all, with 
peaks of about 16,000 tons in 1958 and 
1959. 

Other items moved in have included: 
reinforcing steel. 12,000 tons; struc- 
tural steel, 11,000 tons; contractors’ plant, 
9,000 tons; plant for the power house, 
19,500 tons; and food, furniture, build- 
ing materials, etc., 70,000 tons. 


Benefits 


Apart from one brief strike of African 
underground workers, Kariba has been 
remarkably free from industrial disputes, 
and work has gone ahead harmoniously 
under the most trying conditions. 
During the hot seasons, shade tempera- 
tures of 120 degrees were often en- 
countered on the site, and the fact that 
sickness due to heat fatigue has been 
negligible is a remarkable tribute to the 
medical authorities at the site and to the 
devotion to duty of the workers 
themselves. 

Despite this good health record how- 
ever, Kariba has taken its toll in human 
life. One hundred workers have died 
on the site from disease, industrial 
accidents and as a result of the 1957 and 
1958 floods. 

What then will be the benefits from a 
project which has cost so much in human 
endeavour and so much to finance? Its 
first object, as previously stated, is to 
provides adequate supplies of power to 
relieve the Federation’s hard-worked 
railways and stimulate the growth of its 
industries. |. Consequent upon these will 
come a rise in the standard of living of 
the African population. 

Projects planned for the lake include 
fisheries, lake water transport and 
tourism, Fish stocking is now in progress, 
and it is estimated that an _ eventual 
yield of at least 10,000 tons of fish a year 
may be possible. Survey and design work 
by Sir Alexander Gibb and Partners (Africa) 
for four harbours is being carried out at 
Kariba and Binga on what will be the 
Southern Rhodesian shore, and at Sina- 
zongwe and Chipopo in _ Northern 
Rhodesia. Townships at Siavonga, in 
Northern Rhodesia, and at Sinazongwe 
and Binga,, are being planned. 

The cost of power delivered from 


Kariba at the main sub-stations is esti- 
mated at 0.869d. a unit in 1961, 0.588d. 
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in 1962 and thence in a steady down- 
ward curve to 0.283d. in 1972. The 
average cost of production of thermal 
power at Salisbury, Bulawayo and 
Umniati at present is 0.728d. a unit. 


Contractors 


A development of such magnitude and 
complexity cannot, of course, be fully 
described in a few pages. It has, there- 
fore, been necessary in the production of 
this feature to exclude or make only 
brief mention of several aspects of the 
scheme, which by. normal _ standards 
would, in themselves, be counted as 
major civil engineering projects.

SANDVIK TO BUILD £550,000 
FACTORY IN INDIA 


Sandvik Steel Works, Sandviken, 
Sweden, have been granted a licence to 
build a factory in India at Poona about 
150 miles east of Bombay. Both tungsten- 
carbide bits and finished products will be 
produced and the total investment in land, 
buildings and machines is estimated at 
£550,000. 

An Indian company, Sandvik Asia, Ltd., 
will be formed to take charge of the 
planned production. The project will be 
financed by both Swedish and Indian 
capital. 

Production will start in 1961 and initially 
the factory will be under the leadership 
of Swedish engineers who will introduce 
Swedish production methods. A staff of 
Indian technicians will be _ trained 
gradually.

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£900,000 GRANT FOR NYASALAND 
WATER SUPPLY SCHEME 


GRANT of £900,000 towards the 

cost of the £2.3m. first phase of a 
water supply scheme for Blantyre and 
Limbe in Nyasaland has been made 
under the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Acts. 

This is one of 139 grants—including 34 
for research—approved during March, 
making available £6,347,943 for schemes 
to benefit Britain’s overseas territories. 

Water supply has been restricted for 
several years in the Blantyre/Limbe muni- 
cipality, which has developed so rapidly 
that a £500,000 water supply scheme, begun 
in 1954 and designed to produce 650,000 
gallons a day, was seen to be inadequate 
for the unexpected growth in demand even 
before the scheme was completed. 

Under the present scheme, it is pro- 
posed to pump water from the Shire River 
at Walker’s Ferry, 23 miles from Blantyre 
and 2,000ft. below the town. Although the 
first phase of the scheme only provides 
for 1,500,000 gallons a day, the river intake 
works have been designed for 9,000,000 
gallons a day and there will be a 26-mile 
pipeline capable of carrying 5,500,000 
gallons a day from Walker’s Ferry to 
Blantyre and Limbe. Together with exist- 
ing supplies, the first phase is expected to 
provide 2,800,000 gallons a day. 

A second stage of the scheme, which 
would provide an additional 2,000,000 
gallons a day, would involve a further 
£546,000 while third and fourth stages 
would bring the supply up to 9,000,000 
gallons a day and the cost of the entire 
project to an estimated £5.414m. 

Among the grants for development of

educational facilities approved during

Grants approved for building new and 
improving existing roads totalled £690,402 
and included: £384,000 towards £480,000 
to be spent on roads in Northern 
Rhodesia, including the widening of the 
Ndola-Mufulira road, improvements to the 
Mumbwa-Mongu road, the Fort Rosebery- 
Kawambwa-Nchelenge-Chienge road and 
part of the Solwezi to Balovale road; 
£185,045 to help build a bitumen surfaced 
road for over 22 miles between Sarikei and 
Binatang in Sarawak and to build a bridge 
over the Sungei Nyelong; £157,500 towards 
the construction of an earth road, 60 miles 
long, from Sandakan to Telupid in North 
Borneo; and £158,000 for the construction 
of feeder roads in St. Vincent, Windward 
Islands. 


Four million Swedish crowns (£275,000) 
will be invested by Atlas Copco AB, in 
the first stage of building a factory at 
Poona in India for the production of air 
compressors and pneumatic rock drills.

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CIVIL ENGINEERS DISCUSS 
GANGA BRIDGE 


PAPER on the design, fabrication and 
erection of the Ganga Bridge over the 
River Ganges, was recently discussed at the 
Institution of Civil Engineers in London, 
Ganga Bridge is the first major bridge 
fabricated in India on which welding has 
been employed on main members. High 
tensile steel was used wherever it was 
economic to do so. It had to be imported 
from the United Kingdom because insuffi- 
cient was available from Indian sources at 
the time. Apart from the verticals and 
some small details such as diaphragms, 
the main trusses are entirely high-tensile 
steel. 

A model, constructed under the control 
of the Department of Civil Engineering at 
Imperial College, London, was used by the 
erection staff on the bridge. From this 
model, the forces required to close the 
joints during cantilever erection were 
deduced.
